INTERVIEW POLICIES 


All interview requests for players and coaches 
require 24 hours notice and must go through the 
Media Services Office. Interviews will take place 
during a 15-minute window at the conclusion of 
each practice. No player interviews will be granted 
on the day before a game. 


CREDENTIALS 


Requests for press box and photo credentials for 
all games at Autzen Stadium must be made as far 
in advance as possible to the Director of Media 
Services. When time permits, credentials will be 
mailed. Otherwise, credentials will be left at Will 
Call, located at the ticket booth near the South 
Gate. Defined priority for receiving credentials 
will be as follows: (1) Representatives of outlets 
requiring daily deadlines, commercial television 
stations, OSN affiliate radio stations, nationally 
circulated publications and outlets who regularly 
cover the visiting team; (2) Area weekly and 
periodical publications, radio stations not affiliated 
with the OSN and additional campus outlets. 
Outlets that regularly cover the Ducks will receive 
a higher priority possible. Visiting representatives 
also are encouraged to inform their local SID of 
pending coverage. Only outlets producing audited 
circulation or audience totals will be granted 
working credentials. 


PARKING 


A limited number of parking passes will be made 
available through the Oregon Media Services Office. 
Access to parking (Lots 8 and 9) may be obtained 
via Leo Harris Parkway directly south of the stadium 
press box. 


TELEPHONES & INTERNET 


Oregon will have telephones in the press box for 
use with third-party, collect or credit card calls only. 
Access instructions for wireless internet can be 
obtained outside the Media Services workroom. 


PHOTOGRAPHERS 


All photographers must check out a photo vest 
prior to kickoff at the Media Services workroom in 
the press box. Credentialed personnel working the 
sidelines must obey the NCAA rules pertaining to 
sideline boundaries. Photographers are to be no 
closer than six feet to the playing field and must be 
outside the 25-yard lines at each end of the field. 
Photographers are not allowed inside the team 
boxes. Passes and vests must be worn in an easily 
visible manner by all photographers in all weather 
conditions. A work area to send digital photos is 
located underneath the stands in the east end zone. 
Television videographers wishing to setup tripods in 
the Casanova Center Press Room prior to the game 
for the post-game press conference must do so two- 
and-a-half hours before kickoff. 
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LOCKER ROOMS 


Oregon's locker room is located in the Casanova 
Center, west of Autzen Stadium. The visitor's locker 
room is located underneath the west end of Autzen 
Stadium. The home locker room is closed following 
the game, but Oregon's postgame interviews are 
conducted in an adjacent media room located in the 
Casanova Center. For the visiting team’s postgame 
interview policy, contact the visiting SID.

The Oregon Sports Network begins its 24th season 
of operation within the athletics departments, 
continuing to broadcast all Oregon football, men’s 
and women's basketball contests and coaches shows 
exclusively along its state-wide affiliate network. 

Veteran Oregon sportscaster Jerry Allen, now in 
his 24th year as the Ducks’ popular radio play-by- 
play voice, is joined by former UO quarterback Mike 
Jorgensen for his 21st season. 

The cornerstones of the Oregon Sports Network 
are Cumulus Broadcasting (KUGN, 590-AM) in 
Eugene/Springfield and Alpha Broadcasting (95.5 
The Game [FM]) in Portland. KUGN has been the 
Eugene broadcast partner for the last 16 years, while 
KXL has been part of the network since its inception.

team exceeded expectations. Led by a first- 

year head coach and picked to finish third in 
the Pac-10, the youthful Ducks won the confer- 
ence by a two-game margin and earned the 
school's fifth Rose Bowl trip in 114 seasons. 

This wasn't a “Little Train That Could” story 
- the Ducks finished the decade with their fifth 
season of 10 or more wins and have been to 17 
bowl games over the past 21 seasons — but the 
postseason visit to Pasadena came a year earlier 
than many people anticipated. 

2010 has long been forecasted to be a po- 
tentially big year, just based on core personnel 
and the experience level of those players. Add in 
last year’s No. 11 finish and 17 returning starters 
and now the coming season's expectations will 
likely be among the highest in school history. 
Meet them and the Ducks will have a special 
year. Exceed them and UO will reach a level never 
before attained in the state of Oregon.

THE SCHEDULE 

The Ducks won't have the benefit of seven home 
games as they did in 2009 and must face road 
tests against traditional top tier Pac-10 foes USC 
(Oct. 30), Cal (Nov. 13) and Oregon State (Dec. 
4). They will, however, open the season at home 
(New Mexico, Sept. 4) and never play back-to- 
back away games the entire year. 

Oregon's lone non-conference road trip could 
serve as a barometer for the rest of the season 
as the Ducks travel to SEC country for a Week 2 
date (Sept. 11) with the University of Tennessee 
in Knoxville. The Volunteers ranked 22nd in total 
defense in ‘09 and held eventual national cham- 
pion Alabama without a touchdown in a narrow 
defeat. 

After a home game against FCS side Portland 
State (Sept. 18), UO opens Pac-10 play at Arizona 
State (Sept. 25). Home contests against Stanford 
(Oct. 2), UCLA (Thursday, Oct. 21), Washington 
(Nov. 6) and Arizona (Friday, Nov. 26), and a road 
swing through the Palouse to play Washington 
State (Oct. 9) fill out the slate. 

The Ducks will have the benefit of a bye in 
Week 7, prior to the ESPN Thursday Night Football 
matchup against the Bruins, and again in Week 
12 ahead of a Friday night home tilt versus the 
Wildcats. 


QUARTERBACK 
Not since 2005 has Oregon gone into a season 
with a clear-cut, senior starter at the quarterback 
position. Kellen Clemens was the man then, and 
Jeremiah Masoli was in line for that distinction 
this year before being dismissed from the team 
in June. But even with a potential Heisman Tro- 
phy candidate out of the picture, the Ducks are 
in better shape than they may be given credit. 
While Masoli's mere presence as Oregon's 
signal-caller would have made the Ducks a Pac-10 
contender in 2010, it’s the quality of overall depth 
at QB that still gives merit to that prediction. 
Fifth-year senior Nate Costa, now two-years 
removed from winning UO's starting job before 
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a knee injury wiped out his 2008 season, will be 
rewarded for his determination and perseverance 
in overcoming three major surgeries with the 
chance to compete for the top spot once again. 
When healthy, as he was for all of 2009, Costa 
has proven to be clutch, leading the Ducks to a 
key Pac-10 road victory at UCLA in his lone start 
last year, while making pivotal special teams 
plays in wins at Washington and Arizona. If not 
for his miraculous hold on the game-tying PAT in 
Tucson, which earned him Pac-10 player of the 
week honors, Oregon would not have played in 
the Rose Bowl. 

The one-time heir apparent to Dennis Dixon 
is the only UO quarterback to owna higher career 
completion percentage (65.8 to 63.9) than Dixon 
over the past six years. 

Pushing Costa will be redshirt sophomore 
Darron Thomas, who tantalized Oregon fans with 
his outstanding debut as a true freshman against 
Boise State in 2008. Three and a half games into 
that season, Thomas, who former head coach 
Mike Bellotti had hoped to redshirt, possessed 
the only healthy body of UO's five quarterbacks. 
All he did over the game's final 15 minutes was 
throw for 210 yards and three scores, nearly lead- 
ing Oregon back from a 24-point deficit. 

Thomas was able to redshirt last year, hon- 
ing his throwing motion and mechanics while 
gaining insight into Oregon's offense. He also 
developed physically, becoming a member of 
UO's strength and conditioning “Iron Club,’ a 
group that included only 16 Ducks in 2009. Pound 
for pound, Thomas rated as the strongest quar- 
terback and ninth strongest player overall based 
on a ratio of weight lifted to body weight. 

Redshirt freshman Daryle Hawkins begins 
his second-year in the program. Hawkins, who 
played just three games at the position over his 
final two prep seasons due to injury, manned the 
scout team as a true frosh and was prepared to 
back up Costa at UCLA last season while Masoli 
was sidelined with an injury. He saw plenty of 
regular practice snaps in the spring. 

Oregon will again have the services of Dustin 
Haines, another redshirt freshman who had scout 
team duty last season. Haines is a walk-on from 
South Eugene HS, where he was a two-time MVP 
for the Axemen. 

Joining the QB fray this fall is Bryan Bennett, a 
four-star prep recruit from Encino, Calif. (Crespi). 
Considered one of the top 15 prep quarterbacks 
in the country by both major scouting services, 
Bennett's high school resume details a player with 
a combination of remarkable athleticism and an 
accurate arm, as evidenced by his 64-percent 
completion ratio and 27 touchdown passes 
compared to only six interceptions. 


RUNNING BACK 

Like the quarterback position, Oregon is not 
lacking for talent or depth at running back for 
the coming year. Of UO’s 2,213 net rushing yards 
by running backs, 1,979 — or 89.4 percent — were 
produced by players with remaining eligibility. 
And two of those players, LaMichael James (1.546 
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yards, 14 TD) and Kenjon Barner (366 yards, 6.0 
ypc) are only sophomores. 

James, the Pac-10's offensive freshman of the 
year and focal point of the nation’s sixth-most 
prolific rushing attack in 2009, is on pace to shat- 
ter every meaningful running standard in Oregon 
football history. In an offense that will likely have 
more overall speed and playmakers than a year 
ago, it’s not unreasonable to expect even more 
big plays (he led the nation with 21 runs of 20- 
plus yards in '09) from the likely All-America and 
Heisman Trophy candidate. 

James must sit out the season opener against 
New Mexico due to suspension, but could still 
have 12 games to pile up yardage. Last season 
he only garnered two carries in the opener and 
totaled 78 yards through the first two games, but 
still managed to run for the second-most yards 
in a single season at Oregon. 

Initially recruited as a defensive back, Barner 
quickly morphed back into the offensive player 
that led the state of California and ranked fourth 
nationally in rushing as a high school senior. Lost 
amid James breakout season was the fact that 
Barner ranked eighth in the Pac-10 in all-purpose 
yards (1,534). And while Masoli’s first-down run 
on 4th-and-3 late in the fourth quarter against 
Oregon State is widely regarded as the clinching 
moment of last year’s Civil War, it was actually 
Barner’s five-yard dash on 4th-and-2 with 1:43 
left on the clock that salted away the victory. Look 
for his touches, limited somewhat due to being 
banged up at times last year, to increase in 2010. 

Depth at the position comes in the form of 
Remene Alston Jr. - the only running back on the 
roster with more than 13 career appearances, 
having played in 19 games over his three seasons. 
Alston was Oregon's fifth-leading rusher a year 
ago with 133 yards and two scores. 

Perhaps the most anticipated storyline sur- 
rounding Oregon's running backs will be how 
blue-chip recruits Lache Seastrunk (Temple, 
Texas/Temple) and Dontae Williams (Houston, 
Texas/Aldine) affect the depth chart when they 
suit up in the fall. Seastrunk, the nation’s No. 2 
overall recruit regardless of position following his 
junior prep season, is UO’'s first five-star running 
back recruit since Jonathan Stewart in 2005, and 
it didn’t take Stewart long to work his way onto 
the field. 

Williams, a prep All-American and four-star 
prospect, has a physical running style that could 
compliment James and Barner, leading to early 
playing time. 


OFFENSIVE LINE 

Considered a huge question mark and potential 
liability prior to the 2009 season, an offensive 
line that started out inexperienced, young and 
lacking in numbers finished as a battle-tested 
group that played a significant role in Oregon's 
Rose Bowl run. 

As a result, the projected 2010 O-line is al- 
ready factoring into the Ducks’ lofty preseason 
rankings as the backbone of UO’s vaunted of- 
fense. The Pac-10’s leader in scoring and rushing 
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Ducks by Position/Class

offense will be expected to expand on those 
numbers as Oregon brings back all five starters 
and did not lose a single lineman to graduation. 

Bo Thran (LT), Carson York (LG), Jordan Hol- 
mes (C), RG Mark Asper (RG) and C.E. Kaiser (RT) 
appeared in every game, accounting for 63 of a 
possible 65 starting assignments along the offen- 
sive line. They paved the way for a record-setting 
tailback (James) and were the conference's 
second-best squad in protecting the quarterback, 
conceding an average of one sack per game. 

Reserves Nick Cody and Darrion Weems may 
see increased time in the regular rotation going 
forward after logging the first substantial minutes 
of their careers in 2009. Still relatively young - 
Cody has three years of eligibility remaining, 
Weems two - both have starting experience and 
have demonstrated marked improvement every 
year they've been in the program. 

Competition for playing time and the re- 
maining spots on the travel squad figures to be 
fierce among several other returnees along with 
newcomers Ryan Clanton (Bakersfield, Calif./ 
Bakersfield Christian), Hroniss Grasu (Encino, 
Calif./Crespi) and Nick Rowland (Peoria, Ariz./ 
Centennial). Clanton, a four-star JC transfer from 
City College of San Francisco, should be ready 
to make an immediate impact after arriving on 
campus in January to go through spring practice 
and UO’'s strength and conditioning program, but 
he does have a redshirt year available. 


TIGHT END 

Other than quarterback, the only position on 
offense not fully stocked with returning starters 
is tight end, thanks to Ed Dickson's ascendance 
to the NFL. Dickson, UO’s lone first-team all- 
conference selection from last year’s Pac-10 
championship squad and one of only three Ducks 
to see the field for more than 1,000 plays in 2009 
(Talmadge Jackson III and Casey Matthews were 
the others), won't be easily replaced, but his 
absence is not reason for panic. 

David Paulson, a five-time starter as a sopho- 
more, should have the inside track going into fall 
camp. A strong blocker with arguably the best 
hands on the team, Paulson’s above-average 
speed at the position is often overlooked. He 
led the team with an average of 15.4 yards per 
reception a year ago and the Ducks scored on 11 
of the 12 drives in which he made a catch. 

Paulson and fellow veteran Malachi Lewis can 
expect to be pressed by a dynamic duo from the 
most recent recruiting class. Transfer Brandon Wil- 
liams (Merrionette Park, IIl./Eisenhower) joined 
the squad in January after a stint at Joliet Junior 
College where he was a JC All-American. And 
speaking of All-Americans, five-star recruit and 
U.S. Army All-American Curtis White (Eugene, 
Ore./Sheldon) may be as physically ready to play 
as any true freshman in the Pac-10, making tight 
end one of the most intriguing position battles 
to watch heading into September. 

During his press conference on signing day, 
head coach Chip Kelly quipped that while some 
athletes make an early jump from college to the 
pros, White, from a physical standpoint, could 
have left high school early for the FBS ranks. 


Depth at tight end includes a pair of redshirt 
freshmen in Clint Sager and Brian Teague, the 
team’s offensive scout team player of the year 
last season. 


WIDE RECEIVER 

Several position groups have been bolstered 
froma season ago, but if there is one that became 
instantly better the second the final whistle was 
blown in the Rose Bowl it is wide receiver. A unit 
that began 2009 with a ton of question marks 
returns all three starters in DJ. Davis, Jeff Maehl 
and Lavasier Tuinei, and gets deeper and more 
talented overall. 

The durability and effectiveness of UO’s top 
three wideouts allowed the Ducks to gain a full 
year of seasoning for other players expected to 
make contributions in 2010 and beyond. 

Sophomore Justin Hoffman got a taste of 
playing time a year ago and emerged from spring 
practice as the likely No. 4 receiver thanks in 
large part to his tenacious blocking ability. Fel- 
low sophomore Will Murphy and second-year 
freshmen Ben Butterfield and Garrett Davis also 
showed flashes in the spring, taking advantage 
of increased reps due to injuries at the position. 

Redshirt freshmen Blake Cantu and Nick Cole 
will add to competition within the unit. Cantu, 
who was originally a member of the 2008 recruit- 
ing class, is a former high school All-American 
from Texas who should be primed and ready to 
go after delaying enrollment and redshirting in 
‘09. 

Recruited as an athlete, Josh Huff (Houston, 
Texas/Nimitz) finds himself under the tutulege of 
position coach Scott Frost. Huff, a member of the 
2010 Junior National Team, ranked as the No. 7 
all-purpose back in the nation by Rivals.com. 

Local product Keanon Lowe (Portland, Ore./ 
Jesuit), a U.S. Army All-American and standout 
prep track athlete, could also be a factor. Primarily 
a running back on offense, the true freshman- 
to-be did enough at receiver to earn first-team 
all-state honors at that position. The Oregon 6A 
defensive player of the year as a defensive back 
could also get an early look as a returner on 
special teams. 

Eric Dungy (Tampa, Fla.), a receiver/defensive 
back for three-time state champion Plant HS will 
also join the mix. 


DEFENSIVE LINE 

As was the case heading into last season, Or- 
egon’s depth and experience along the defensive 
line is not at an ideal level. But after the magic act 
position coach Jerry Azzinaro performed during 
his first year in Eugene, the Ducks have reason 
to believe that the veteran assistant will find a 
way to field and develop a formidable front line 
once again. 

Down key starters to graduation in end Will 
Tukuafu and tackle Blake Ferras, the Ducks need 
players to emerge to claim those spots alongside 
returning starters Brandon Bair and Kenny Rowe. 
Bair was extremely impressive during his first 
year playing defensive tackle, and both he and 
Rowe will look to build on a season where they 
earned all-Pac-10 honorable mention. Rowe will

start his senior season fresh off being named the 
Rose Bowl defensive player of the game with his 
record-tying three-sack performance. 

Thanks to a consistent rotation employed 
last season, veterans Zac Clark, Terrell Turner 
and Tyrell Irvin have plenty of snaps under their 
belts and received additional seasoning with the 
first unit during the spring. Clark is the leading 
candidate to replace Ferras inside and Turner 
will attempt to hold of converted tight end Dion 
Jordan, who enjoyed an often dominant spring, 
for Tukufu’s vacated spot. 

Also joining the D-line following a position 
switch is former linebacker Brandon Hanna. Now 
a junior, Hanna has always shown promise but 
has yet to secure consistant playing time. 

Junior college transfer Isaac Remington, 
an early enrollee this past winter, will have a 
head start on other newcomers as he became 
immersed in UO'’s strength and conditioning 
program in early January and participated in 
spring ball. Originally offered by Oregon out of 
high school, he should be able to build a case for 
playing time with a strong fall camp. 

Ricky Heimuli (Salt Lake City, Utah/Brighton) 
and Tony Washington (Rancho Cucamonga, Calif./ 
Los Osos), both part of Oregon's most recent prep 
signing class, arrived on campus in the summer 
ahead of fall camp. Heimuli, a 6-4, 290-pound 
tackle, was a consensus four-star recruit and 
considered a major signing at the position for 
the Ducks. If he can contribute early, the unit 
becomes very formidable. 

A group of redshirt freshmen will be looking 
for their first collegiate game action in 2010, 
including end Anthony Anderson, who was the 
team’s defensive scout team player of the year a 
season ago. 


LINEBACKER 

It could be argued that multiple position groups 
were snubbed when conference awards were 
handed out last season. After all, the Pac-10 
champion and Rose Bowl participant garnered 
only one first team player (Ed Dickson) out of 27 
possible awards. 

But if there was one unit that had a bigger 
beef than most it was the linebackers. The good 
news is they will have an opportunity to make 
another impression in 2010 as position coach 
Don Pellum didn't lose a single player to gradu- 
ation. 

Led by seniors Spencer Paysinger and Casey 
Matthews, there may not be a deeper or more 
experienced position on the team. Paysinger, 
the Ducks’second-leading tackler, has started 19 
straight games at weakside linebacker and his 25 
career opening assignments are the most by any 
defensive player and second-most on the team 
(WR Jeff Maehl, 29). 

Matthews, a second-team all-conference 
choice, has 20 consecutive starts at middle 
linebacker and was one of only three players to 
surpass 1,000 plays in 2009. 

After Paysinger and Matthews, Oregon is 
confident enough in its depth that 11-game 
starter Eddie Pleasant was moved from strong 
side linebacker to safety. Junior Josh Kaddu and 


senior Bryson Littlejohn both have starting ex- 
perience, and true sophomore Michael Clay, the 
team’s first-year player of the year last season, has 
performed like a savvy veteran from the minute 
he arrived in Eugene. 

Junior Dewitt Stuckey, a one-time prized prep 
recruit as a weakside linebacker, still has a mark 
to make at Oregon. After giving up a potential 
redshirt midway through his freshman season 
because of injuries, he was injured himself during 
fall camp as asophomore, limiting his chances of 
breaking into the regular rotation. 

Boseko Lokombo was able to redshirt a year 
ago and his play in the spring was impressive 
enough to create a legitimate battle with Kaddu 
and Littlejohn for a starting role while allowing 
Pleasant to leave for the secondary. 

Derrick Malone (Colton, Calif./Colton) was 
UO’s only prep recruit at linebacker, but he is also 
a potentioal candidate at safety. 


SECONDARY 

A year ago, Oregon's 2010 defensive backfield fig- 
ured to be not so much of aconcern as a question 
mark. With the pending graduaton of cornerback 
Walter Thurmond Ill and safety T.J. Ward, both NFL 
draft picks, who would take their spots? 

The answer came a season early as injuries to 
the senior duo pushed John Boyett and Cliff Har- 
ris into prominent roles. Boyett ended the year 
as UO's leading tackler and garnered freshman 
All-America honors at safety, and Harris came 
out of a potential redshirt in the sixth game of 
the year to lead the team in breakups with eight. 

Returning starters Talmadge Jackson Ill at 
corner and Javes Lewis at rover/safety would 
appear to give the Ducks an incumbent starting 
foursome in the secondary, but improved veter- 
ans and an influx of talent will give position coach 
John Neal options when it comes time to settle 
ona backfield lineup. 

Spring practice was expected to complicate 
matters - in a good way - and it didn’t disappoint. 
The stable of talent is a strength - a situation that 
no doubt played a role in Neal being named 
one of the Pac-10’s top recruiters by Rivals.com. 
Joining the returning group, which includes Ed- 
die Pleasant, an 11-game starter at linebacker 
in 2009 who made a seamless switch to safety, 
veterans Scott Grady, Marvin Johnson and An- 
thony Gildon, and dynamic redshirt freshman 
Avery Patterson, to name few, will be at least four 
prized prep recruits. 

Three of those players, four-star’s Dior Mathis 
(Detroit, Mich./Cass Tech) and Terrance Mitchell 
(Sacramento, Calif./Luther Burbank), and Prepstar 
Magazine All-American James Scales (Greens- 
boro, N.C./Northern Guilford), went through 
spring drills with the Ducks with Mitchell distin- 
guishing himself as a possible starter at corner. 

Four-star safety Erick Dargan (Pittsburg, Calif./ 
Pittsburg), arrived for summer term and will add 
to the mix come fall.

After a Pac-10 Championship and trip to the Rose Bowl in year one, 
Oregon football fans can’t wait to find out what Chip Kelly has planned 
for an encore. 

The Ducks’ head man became the first coach in Pac-10 history to 
win an outright conference title in his first season and led the Ducks to 
their first Rose Bowl Game appearance since 1995. 

After losing the season-opener at Boise State, Kelly rebounded in 
inspiring fashion, leading the Ducks to 10 wins in their next 11 games, 
including a 37-33 victory over Oregon State in the regular season 
finale, which clinched the Pac-10 title and Rose Bowl berth for Oregon. 

The Ducks’ 8-1 conference record put them two games ahead of any 
other team in the Pac-10 standings at the season's final bell. The last 
Pac-10 team to win a conference title with a two-game lead over the 
field was Washington in 1991. 

As a result, he became the school’s first football coach to receive 
Pac-10 Coach-of-the-Year accolades in 15 seasons, and was a finalist 
for the Eddie Robinson (Football Writers Association of America) and 
Paul “Bear” Bryant (American Heart Association) national coaching 
honors. 

Named Oregon's 30th head football coach in March 2009, Kelly has 
adopted a philosophy that was successful in eight seasons on the 
NCAA Football Championship Subdivision front (formerly Division 
I-AA) and has demonstrated few signs of slowing down at the top level 
of collegiate competition. 

In his first season as a head coach at any level, Kelly proved that his 
explosive offense has yet to be figured out by opposing defensive co- 
ordinators. The Ducks ranked No. 8 in the nation in scoring, averaging 
more than 36 points per game, and UO’s 469 total points scored - 375 
in Pac-10 play - were the most in the conference. When running with 
the football - a Kelly hallmark - Oregon piled up 231.69 rushing yards 
per game, ranking sixth nationally. 

The UO defense also made its mark in 2009, ranking 14th in the 
NCAA in sacks (2.77 per game) and 25th in pass efficiency defense 
(112.30). In Pac-10 play, the Ducks ranked No. 1 in the league in rush- 
ing defense (118.6 yards per game), total defense (316.0) and sacks 
(3.1), and were second in scoring defense (22.7). 

Epitomizing Kelly’s team approach and balanced mentality was the 
fact that the Ducks’ only player to earn first team all-conference acco- 
lades in 2009 was tight end Ed Dickson. In 2008, senior linemen Fenuki 
Tupou and Max Unger were the lone first-team all-Pac-10 honorees 
from UO’s record-setting offense. 

The former New Hampshire offensive coordinator arrived at Oregon 
in 2007 and promptly solidified his position in UO lore by producing 
the highest scoring team and most yards of total offense in school 
history. For an encore, his unit bettered both marks again the follow- 
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ing year and finished in the top 10 nationally in rushing offense, total 
offense and scoring offense. 

Under his guidance in ‘08, the Ducks were the Pac-10's best at run- 
ning the ball (280.1 yards per game) for the third year in a row, scoring 
(41.9 points per game), and moving the football downfield (484.9 
ypg). UO ranked second nationally in rushing and was seventh in the 
country in the other two offensive benchmarks. Three of the confer- 
ence’s top 10 rushers wore green and yellow, including a tandem of 
1,000-yard runners in Jeremiah Johnson and LeGarrette Blount. 

That squad eclipsed 300 rushing yards in eight of 13 games, includ- 
ing one of 400-plus, while Kelly's offenses surpassed 50 points 10 
times during his first two years. Included was an attack that produced 
an Oregon single-game record 694 yards of total offense in the 2008 
Civil War victory over Oregon State. UO's 65 points that day against the 
Beavers were the most ever scored by the Ducks, or allowed by OSU, in 
a Pac-10 game. 

Also during his second year in Eugene, the Ducks established school 
standards for touchdowns (71) and rushing touchdowns (47) on their 
way to a No. 9 (USA Today) national ranking. Oregon capped its top-10 
run with a 42-31 win over No. 13 Oklahoma State in the Holiday Bowl 
- UO's second bowl victory in as many years with Kelly at the offensive 
controls. 


Kelly was one of five coaches to visit troops overseas 
in May as part of the USO’s Coaches Tour 2010 that 
was co-sponsored by Armed Forces Entertainment. 


But among the most amazing aspects of his Oregon success has 
been the offensive numbers have been produced by a different cast 
of headliners. In 2007, it was quarterback Dennis Dixon, running back 
Jonathan Stewart, wide receiver Jaison Williams and Dickson. In ‘08, 
dual running threats complimented the talents of quarterback Jer- 
emiah Masoli and four receivers who each caught more than 35 passes 
for 400 yards. Last year, it was Masoli and redshirt freshman LaMichael 
James who provided the highlights on offense. 

In his first year as Oregon’s offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach, Kelly helped tap into the potential of Dixon, leading to the 
senior’s emergence as a Heisman Trophy candidate, and oversaw the 
top rushing offense at Oregon, which amassed 3,272 yards to lead the 
Pac-10 and rank sixth nationally. The Ducks also led the conference 
in scoring (38.15 ppg, 12th nationally) and total offense (467.54 ypg, 
tenth in the nation) in his first campaign at the top level of NCAA Divi- 
sion | football. 

Oregon was forced to start four different quarterbacks over the final 
four games due to injury in 2007. Kelly tutored the final signal caller of 
that bunch, redshirt freshman Justin Roper, who turned in a near flaw- 
less performance in guiding the Ducks to a 56-21 Sun Bowl win over 
South Florida. 

Kelly (11-25-63) served as New Hampshire's’ offensive coordinator 
and quarterbacks coach from 1999 through 2006, where his offenses 
averaged better than 400 yards of total offense in seven of his eight 
seasons and more than 30 points a game in his final four years. As a 
result, three Wildcat players received first-team All-America acclaim 
each of his last two seasons in the Granite State. 

He was named the College Assistant Coach of the Year by the 
Gridiron Club of Greater Boston following the 2005 season in addi- 
tion to being selected as “one of college football’s hottest coaches” by 
American Football Monthly. 

The Manchester, N.H., native and 13-year New Hampshire coaching 
veteran was elevated to offensive coordinator following two years as 
the Wildcats’ offensive line coach (1997-98) and three seasons coach- 
ing the school’s running backs (1994-96). 

The school’s quarterback, Ricky Santos, was the recipient of the 
Walter Payton Award (awarded annually to the best offensive player in 
Division I-AA) in 2006 after finishing second in the balloting in 2005. 
He finished his junior year fourth in the country in passing (3,125 
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yards) and threw for 29 touchdowns. 

New Hampshire finished that year with a 9-4 record and ranked 
sixth in the country after advancing to the quarterfinals of the NCAA 
I-AA playoffs, losing to eventual national runner-up Massachusetts, 24- 
17. Kelly guided his contingent to second in the country (NCAA I-AA) 
in scoring offense (35.3 avg.) and seventh in total offense (400.6 avg.). 

Kelly’s best offensive output was in 2005 when the Wildcats finished 
second nationally in total offense (493.5 avg.), third in scoring (41.7 
avg.) and fifth in passing (300.1 avg.), while completing the season 
with an 11-2 record. In 2004, the school broke 29 offensive school 
records, compiling 5,446 yards of total offense and scoring 40 or more 
points in seven games. 

While his acclaim may have resulted from his offensive prowess, he 
has accumulated three seasons of experience coaching on the defen- 
sive side of the football. Included was a one-year stint as defensive co- 
ordinator at Johns Hopkins (1993) between tenures at his alma mater. 

The 1990 New Hampshire graduate (B.S. degree in physical educa- 
tion) broke into the coaching ranks in 1990 at Columbia University, 
where he served as freshman secondary and special teams coach. He 
assumed responsibility for the Lions’ varsity outside linebackers and 
strong safeties the following year before returning to New Hampshire 
as running backs coach in 1992.

experts rate among his best. 

It may not have generated the euphoria of the 1994 “Gang Green” 
defense that led Oregon to its previous Rose Bowl appearance but it 
was responsible for providing the spark early in the year before the 
offense gained momentum. 

He coordinated efforts that led to a defense that ranked among the 
top two teams in the conference in 10 major defensive categories in 
Pac-10 play, in addition to being ranked 14th in the country in sacks 
per game (2.77) and 25th passing efficiency defense (112.30). UO was 
the Pac-10's best team in rushing defense (118.6 avg.), passing defense 
(197.4 avg.) and total defense (316.0) in league games, while allow- 
ing the fewest opponent touchdowns (23). The Ducks also allowed an 
average of only 11.6 points per game in their first five league appear- 
ances. 

Continuing to mentor the Oregon defense with his familiar aggres- 
sive and innovative flair, the 36-year coaching veteran is one of the 
school’s most popular assistants in recent memory. Returning to the 
position prior to the 1999 season where he enjoyed his greatest suc- 
cess, the energetic Aliotti has completed 19 overall campaigns with 
the Ducks in addition to his one season heading the defense at UCLA 
and three years in the NFL. 

In addition to continuing to coordinate the program's defensive 
efforts, Aliotti added the responsibility of overseeing the program's 
strong side linebackers in 2009. 

While he'll always be credited as a major contributor to the ‘94 
conference championship campaign, his recent coaching efforts have 
been among his best despite an era that emphasizes offensive produc- 
tivity. 

Oregon produced its best stand against the run in five years in 2008 
with numbers that ranked second in the Pac-10 (119.4 avg.) while fin- 
ishing eighth in the country in quarterback sacks (40). Aliotti’s defense 
also tied for 11th in the country in takeaways (31), with defensive end 
Nick Reed finishing as the national leader in fumble recoveries (5). 

In 2007, Oregon led the nation in tackles for loss (9.38 avg.) in addi- 
tion to ranking third in red zone defense and tied for 15th in sacks (3.0 
avg.), while leading the Pac-10 in turnover margin (18th nationally). 
His defenders led the conference in pass defense (20th in the coun- 
try) in 2006 for the third time in seven seasons, and in total defense 
(357.7 avg.) in 2005 for the first time since 1958. The Ducks also gave 
up their fewest yards of total defense (322.1 avg.) in 11 years in 2006, 
allowed their fewest points per game (23.2 avg.) in four years in 2005 
and ranked 10th in the country in turnover margin, thanks in part to 
23 interceptions (Oregon's best since 1968) -- the second-most in the 
country in 2005. 

Employing a philosophy of focusing on opponents’ running game, 
he helped Oregon rank 16th nationally against the run (107.1 avg.) in 
2003. During the Ducks’ Fiesta Bowl season of 2001, Oregon limited 
teams to 115.3 avg. against the run -- its best since its 1994 Rose Bowl 
year -- while ranking second in the league. For his efforts that season, 
Aliotti was rewarded by being an AFLAC National Assistant Coach of 
the Year recipient. In 2000, the Ducks led the Pac-10 in passing defense 
and stood second in scoring defense. 

Under his guidance, Oregon's defense has held at least five of its 
opponents at 100 yards or less per game rushing in six of the last 10 
years, including six foes below the century mark in 2008. However, 
few performances may have been more impressive than limiting No. 3 
Michigan to a paltry -3 rushing yards in the 31-27 upset of the Wolver- 
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ines in 2003. Another equally impressive performance included limit- 
ing the ground attack of Colorado to just 49 yards in the 2002 Fiesta 
Bowl triumph. In 2004, the Ducks’ defense stood tall against Stanford, 
holding the Cardinal to -8 yards rushing in a 16-13 Oregon victory in 
Palo Alto, Calif. 

The 56-year-old’s additional career highlights include taking a unit 
ranked eighth in the Pac-10 in defense in the first year of his previous 
Oregon tenure in 1993 and molding it into one that ranked among the 
nation’s top-20 defending the run (12th, 112.4 avg.), pass (14th) and 
in scoring defense (20th, 17.7 avg.). He also helped design defenses 
which finished among the top 20 nationally in one of four major de- 
fensive categories on 10 occasions. 

During his 19 years on the Oregon staff, Aliotti has mentored 27 
defensive players selected in the NFL draft, including 2005 first-round 
pick Haloti Ngata. 

After his departure following the school’s first outright Pac-10 title 
ever and its first Rose Bowl appearance in 37 years, the Northern 
California native served as a defensive assistant and special teams 
coach with the St. Louis Rams from 1995-97 before returning to the 
collegiate ranks in 1998. 

As a player, Aliotti was a three-year letterman as a running back at 
UC Davis, earning freshman team MVP honors in 1972 and Far Western 
Conference accolades his senior season. 

Aliotti (5/29/54) and his wife, Kathryn, are parents of one son, Mi- 
chael, and one daughter, Nicole. 


Jerry Azzinaro 
defensive line 

second season 

American International, 1981 


It didn’t take long for Oregon’s newest assis- 

tant on the defensive side of the ball to quickly 
become acclimated to the fast-paced tempo that 
epitomizes the Ducks’ style of play. In fact, the magic act performed 

by Jerry Azzinaro after inheriting a skeleton crew for a unit played 
perhaps the most significant role in the defensive success enjoyed by 
UO during his first year on the job in 2009. 

Faced with the unenviable task of replacing all but one player in 
the position group with starting experience, “Coach Az” molded an 
aggressive fortress along the defensive line that was tops in the Pac-10 
against the run in league play (118.6 avg.) and displayed inspiring 
fortitude in supplying goal-line stands in road wins against UCLA and 
Washington. 

Azzinaro’s charges were also the best in the conference at rushing 
the passer in 2009, helping UO lead the Pac-10 and rank 14th nation- 
ally with 2.77 quarterback sacks per game. The inspirational mentor 
coaxed a phenomenal year out of junior end Kenny Rowe, who led the 
league with 11.5 sacks and took home defensive MVP honors from the 
Rose Bowl. 

Hired in February 2009, shortly before Chip Kelly took over head 
coaching duties, the 28-year coaching veteran's career includes 10 
seasons as a defensive coordinator and one year as a head coach. Most 
recently, he coached the defensive line at Marshall University in 2008 
after serving in the same capacity at the University of New Hampshire 
in‘07. 

The Brooklyn, N.Y., native brings with him the experience as defen- 
sive coordinator at Duke (2004-06), the University of Massachusetts 
(1994, ‘97) and American International College (1987-91) in Springfield, 
Mass., in addition to serving as head coach at NCAA Division III West- 
ern New England College (Springfield, Mass.) in 1986. 

His coaching resume includes a stint as defensive line coach and 
recruiting coordinator at Syracuse from 1999-2003, where his pupils 
included All-American and NFL All-Pro defensive end Dwight Free- 
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ney. As defensive line coach at Boston College (1995-96), Azzinaro 
(7/11/58) tutored four linemen who signed NFL contracts. 

“| think of myself as being a great teacher and motivator,’ he said. 

Azzinaro broke into the coaching profession as a graduate assistant 
at American International College in 1982 while simultaneously serv- 
ing as head wrestling coach at Hopkins Academy (Hadley, Mass.). He 
assumed the role as linebackers and running backs coach at Westfield 
(Mass.) State College in‘85 before taking over the reins at Western New 
England College the following year. 

After returning to his alma mater for a five-year stint, he began his 
first tour at Massachusetts in 1992, serving as linebackers coach and 
recruiting coordinator for two seasons before being elevated to defen- 
sive coordinator in‘94. 

He also coached the defensive line at the University of Maine in 
1998. 

A former linebacker at American International College who led his 
team in tackles his senior year, Azzinaro received his undergraduate 
degree in psychology in 1981 and his master’s in educational psychol- 
ogy from there in 1985. Included among his accomplishments was 
achieving a brown belt in combat judo as well as being crowned a 
New England Golden Gloves heavyweight novice champion. 

He and his wife, Alison Rourke, have a great dane, Zeus. 


Gary Campbell 
running backs 

28th season 

UCLA, 1973 


No Oregon coach has logged a longer continu- 
ous tenure than that of Gary Campbell, who 
concluded his 27th season working with the 
Ducks’ running backs in 2009. In the pass-happy Pacific-10 Conference, 
he has helped keep the alternative prominent in the program’s attack 
while priding himself in the expansion of his pupils’ talents beyond 
that of just running with the football. 

After not having led the conference in rushing since 1955, Oregon 
has now done so each of the past four seasons, including a school- 
record 3,641 yards in 2008. That mark was second in the country (280.1 
avg.) and came on the heels of UO ranking sixth nationally (251.7 avg.) 
in 2007 with what was then a school-record 3,272 rushing yards. 

In 2009, the Ducks again eclipsed 3,000 yards on the ground, finish- 
ing with the third-highest total in school history at 3,012 and ranking 
sixth among all FBS programs (231.7 avg.). 

In the spring of 2010, Campbell, who has produced four 1,000- 
yard rushers over a three-year span, was named as one of the top 10 
recruiters in the Pac-10 by Rivals.com. 

Among the school’s 14 1,000-yard single-season rushers, Campbell 
has coached 12 of them, including LaMichael James, who became the 
Oregon's first freshman ever to eclipse the 1,000-yard plateau in 2009, 
and Jonathan Stewart, who set the school’s single-season mark with 
1,722 yards in 2007. In addition, he twice has tutored a pair of 1,000- 
yard rushers in the same season since 2001, as well as two Pac-10 
rushing champions in Stewart (2007) and Saladin McCullough (1997). 

Running backs have rushed for 100 yards or more 28 times over the 
past three years, a feat the position has produced 81 times since 1997. 

After spending the off-season prior to 2007 administering innova- 
tive vision drills with Stewart, his prize pupil shattered the former 
single-season rushing record by nearly 400 yards and featured two 
games of more than 250 yards - the second and third highest single- 
game totals in school history. The junior also became the first Duck to 
surpass 2,000 all-purpose yards in a season, finishing with 2,481. 

Campbell's players tend to develop versatility, as evidenced by a 
pair of his 1,000-yard rushers tallying more than 50 receptions in one 
year. No better example of that flexibility can be offered than Terrence 
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Whitehead. In 2004, Whitehead rushed for 1,144 yards, good for sec- 
ond in the Pac-10. The following season, his talents as a receiver were 
utilized as an extension of the Ducks’ running game as the program's 
third-leading rusher of all time caught 52 passes for 490 yards to 
complement his 679 yards on the ground. He became only the second 
player in school history to accumulate 100 or more yards rushing and 
receiving in the same game. 

In addition to his responsibilities coaching Oregon's running backs, 
Campbell was in charge of the team’s kickoff return game in 2005, 
which led the Pac-10 (9th in the country) as well as featured the na- 
tion's top individual kickoff returner in Stewart (33.67 avg.). 

Campbell's tutelage helped Onterrio Smith (2001, ‘02), Maurice 
Morris (2000, 01) and Reuben Droughns (1999) become the seventh, 
eighth and ninth 1,000-yard rushers in Oregon history -- the first time 
the Ducks ever boasted of consecutive 1,000-yard ground-gainers. 
Droughns and Smith were honored as his fourth and fifth, first-team 
all-conference pupils in 1995 and 2002. Morris, a second-round NFL 
pick in 2002, became the first back-to-back 1,000-yard rusher in school 
history, and Smith, another NFL draft choice, followed suit in 2001 and 
‘02. 

The Ennis, Texas, native’s efforts have been extremely visible in the 
school’s record books as 14 of the Ducks’ top-15 single-season rushing 
totals have been recorded by Campbell protégés. Campbell's backs 
own Oregon's top six career rushing marks. 

A proponent of the importance of developing running backs’ all- 
around game, he successfully tutored the school’s first conference 
rushing champion in 26 years in McCullough. One of the Ducks’ best 
tailbacks also established a school record by rushing for 15 TDs in only 
seven games in 1996 and equaled a Pac-10 record with five touch- 
downs in one outing. The former standard was bettered in 2008 when 
LeGarrette Blount ran for 17 touchdowns. 

In 1995, Campbell brought the potentially outstanding career of 
senior tailback Ricky Whittle to fruition. Whittle crushed Oregon's one 
season all-purpose yardage record prior to McCullough bettering it, 
and became the program’ first running back ever to haul in 50 passes. 

In 1998, he honed the talents of Droughns into becoming the first 
player in school history to rush for better than 200 yards in more than 
one game in the same season before injuries halted his ascension as 
one of the nation’s best. 

A former starting fullback at UCLA, the 58-year-old Campbell came 
to Oregon in 1983 after one season at Pacific. In addition to his playing 
days at UCLA in the early 1970s, where he scored two touchdowns in 
one of Oregon's biggest victories ever (1970, 41-40), he was a graduate 
assistant for the Bruins in 1976-78. 

Campbell (2/15/51) and his wife, Alola, have three daughters, Phillis 
McKinney, Traci and Janee; and one son, Bryan. 


Scott Frost 


wide receivers 
second season 
University of Nebraska, 1997 


Scott Frost joined the Oregon coaching staff 

as its wide receivers coach on Jan. 26, 2009, 
with the hopes of utilizing his experience as a 
national championship quarterback as well as a six-year NFL veteran. 
The Lincoln, Neb., native came to Eugene after being elevated to co- 
defensive coordinator for the University of Northern lowa in 2008. He 
served as the Panthers’ linebackers coach in 2007. 

As acollegiate standout, he quarterbacked the University of Ne- 
braska to the 1997 national championship and a 42-17 Orange Bowl 
win over Tennessee. 

In 2009, Frost inherited one of the Ducks’ most inexperienced units 
and enhanced its development into a reliable corps. Included was 


the improvement of Jeff Maehl, as the team’s leading receiver earned 
honorable mention all-conference accolades. 

He has been instrumental in instituting a mentality among his 
receivers that enhanced their ability as downfield blockers, which 
contributed to the success of the Ducks’ running game. 

Frost (1/4/75) was tutored by some of the legendary football coach- 
ing minds of all time, including Stanford's Bill Walsh, Nebraska's Tom 
Osborne and the New York Jets’ Bill Parcels. 

He brings with him a wide array of experience as a standout col- 
legiate quarterback and a coaching background that encompasses the 
defensive side of the ball, as well as special teams. 

After quarterbacking the Huskers to an unblemished 13-0 record 
in 1997, the second-team all-Big 12 Conference standout broke into 
the coaching ranks as a graduate assistant at his alma mater in 2002 
before filling the same role at Kansas State in 2006. He then migrated 
to Northern lowa in 2007 in a full-time role working on the defensive 
side of the football. 

The Panthers finished the 2008 tied for third in the Football Cham- 
pionship Subdivision in takeaways (40) and ninth in the country in 
scoring defense (17.7 ppg) in his final year at the school, dropping a 
21-20 decision to Richmond in the national championship semifinals. 
In 2007, Northern lowa finished sixth in the country against the run 
(91.0 avg.) and seventh in scoring defense (16.9 avg.). 

UNI completed the 2008 season with a 12-3 record, leading the Mis- 
souri Valley Football Conference in rushing defense (107.1 avg.) and 
scoring defense, after posting a 12-1 mark in 2007. 

He is no stranger to the West Coast as he began his collegiate career 
as a two-year letterman at Stanford in 1993 and '94 before transferring 
to Nebraska in 1995. The Huskers’ two-year starter and 1997 Johnny 
Unitas Golden Arm Award finalist quarterbacked teams to a 24-2 re- 
cord while completing 192 of 359 passes for 2,677 yards and 18 career 
touchdowns. Included was a senior season in which he became only 
the 10th player in college football history to both run (1,095 yds.) and 
pass (1,237 yds.) for 1,000 yards in a single season. 

His 2,332 yards of total offense fell one yard shy of what was then 
the school’s single-season record set in 1971. 

“Oregon has some unique things to offer and the ability to attract 
some of the best athletes in the country. | feel the offense is the best in 
the country and their potential to what they can accomplish is unlim- 
ited. 

Following his collegiate career, Frost was selected in the third 
round (67th pick) of the 1998 NFL Draft by the New York Jets, where 
he played safety and special teams from 1998-2000. His professional 
football career included stops in Cleveland (2001), Green Bay (2001-02) 
and Tampa Bay (2004). 

The two-time first-team academic all-conference choice and 1997 
second-team Academic All-American graduated with a B.A. degree in 
finance from Nebraska in 1997. 


Steve Greatwood 
running game coordinator 
25th season 

University of Oregon, 1980 


Steve Greatwood concluded his 18th season 
coaching Oregon's offensive line in 2009, his 
30th year in the profession. 

The Eugene native, who has logged a quarter century at his alma 
mater, returned to Oregon as its defensive line coach prior to the 2000 
season following a five-year hiatus, two of which he spent coaching in 
the NFL. 

The 52-year-old Greatwood was an integral part of Oregon's coach- 
ing staff for the first 15 seasons of his career that concluded with a 
berth in the 1995 Rose Bowl, and concentrated his efforts on the offen- 
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sive line from 1982-94. That included the last six years of his previous 
tenure with the Ducks working with then-offensive coordinator Mike 
Bellotti. 

Yet he assumes the additional responsibilities as the Ducks’ running 
game coordinator in 2009 after playing a major role in three of the 
program's most prolific running attacks in school history since 2006. 

From a statistical standpoint, it could be argued that Greatwood’s 
2008 interior offensive front was one of the best in school history. 
Oregon ranked second nationally in rushing (280.1 avg.), leading the 
Pac-10 for the third time in as many years and setting a school record 
with 3,641 yards on the ground. It also finished second in the league in 
fewest quarterback sacks allowed (20) in 2008. 

For his efforts, Greatwood was singled out as the nation’s college 
football Assistant Coach of the Year by FootballScoop.com following 
the 2008 campaign, in addition to being previously praised as one the 
top assistant coaches in the country by Rivals.com. 

Yet 2009 has to rank among his more gratifying years as watched 
over a rebuilt unit that had lost three of its standouts to the NFL and 
molded an ever-improving interior line that played a major role in the 
Ducks’ leading the Pac-10 in rushing offense for the fourth-straight 
season. 

One of the nation’s most underrated technicians, the former Oregon 
standout tutored two-time All-American Max Unger, who was chosen 
in the second round of the 2009 NFL Draft by Seattle. Unger was one 
of only three Oregon offensive linemen drafted into the NFL over the 
past two years, while a fourth was signed as a free agent. 

In addition to the Ducks first setting a single-season rushing record 
in 2007, they established a single-game record 465 yards on the 
ground at Washington. 

During the 2006 season, the Ducks allowed only 16 sacks to place 
second in the league in fewest sacks allowed, as his unit played a big 
part in Oregon leading the league in rushing (182.2 avg.) for the first 
time since 1955. 

His return on the offensive line in 2005 paid immediate dividends 
as he molded a relatively inexperienced group that included only two 
returning starters into one that was forced to quickly adapt to a new 
offensive scheme. The result was an offense which improved from 
10th to third in the Pacific-10 Conference in quarterback sacks allowed 
(20) as well as ranked among the top 20 in the country in three of four 
major offensive categories. 

While overseeing the defensive line in 2004, the Ducks held their 
opponents to 122.1 yards per game on the ground -- the fifth consecu- 
tive season under Greatwood the UO defensive line has helped hold 
its opponents under 125 yards per game rushing. 

In 2003, the Duck defensive line helped post a 16th national ranking 
against the run (107.1 ypg.), highlighted by a trio of all-league defen- 
sive linemen. Both Igor Olshansky and Junior Siavii were drafted in the 
second round of the 2004 NFL draft. 

Oregon's rushing defense ranked first in the conference in 2000 
(118.2 avg.) and second in 2001 (115.3 avg.), while the 2002 unit al- 
lowed 118.2 yards per game to rank 25th nationally. 

Greatwood's defensive lines held opponents to negative rushing 
yards on four occasions in the five seasons, including -3 net yards by 
No. 3 Michigan in 2003, and limited a Colorado team that came into 
the 2002 Fiesta Bowl ranked eighth in the country in rushing (228.5 
avg.) to only 49 yards. 

Following the 1994 season and Oregon's Pacific-10 Conference 
championship, Greatwood departed with former Ducks’ head coach 
Rich Brooks to coach the offensive line and tight ends with the St. 
Louis Rams. He rejoined the collegiate ranks in 1997 at Maryland 
before returning to the West Coast the following year and heading the 
offensive line at USC. During his stay with the Trojans, he aided in the 
development of two-time all-conference lineman and All-American 
Travis Claridge. 

In addition to his various coaching duties along the offensive line, 
Greatwood spent all but one year of his previous stint as a full-time 
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Oregon assistant also tutoring the team’s tight ends. 

The former Churchill High School standout completed his playing 
career with an appearance in the Hula Bowl in 1980 and was the recipi- 
ent of the Bob Officer Award, given to the Oregon player who makes a 
major contribution to the success of the program despite physical ad- 
versity. Greatwood later signed as a free agent with the San Francisco 
49ers before initiating his coaching career as the Ducks’ defensive 
graduate assistant for two years. 

Greatwood (8/15/58) and his wife, Sheri, have three daughters, Kal- 
lie, Emmy and Tessa. 


Mark Helfrich 


offensive coordinator 
second season 
Southern Oregon University, 1996 


Now in his second year on the staff as Oregon's 
offensive coordinator and quarterbacks coach 
is Mark Helfrich, who spent the previous three 
seasons in an identical role at the University of Colorado. 

The Ducks’ former graduate assistant coach (1997) brought with him 
11 years of experience coaching quarterbacks at the NCAA Bowl Sub- 
division (formerly Division I) level at Boise State (1998-2000), Arizona 
State (2001-05) and Colorado (2006-08), and concentrated his efforts 
on improving the efficiency of the Ducks’ passing attack. 

The affable Oregon native wasted little time in substantiating the 
notion that he is one of the nation’s bright young offenisve minds. 
Oregon led the Pac-10 in scoring offense (37.7-yard avg.) while rank- 
ing seventh in the country. He also contributed to the development 
of quarterback Jeremiah Masoli, who was selected as a second-team 
Pac-10 all-conference honoree as well as voted as a co-recipient of the 
Ducks’ Most Outstanding Player award. 

Helfrich’s pupils gained some of their greatest acclaim during his 
tenure at Arizona State under former Oregon offensive coordinator 
Dirk Koetter, who elevated Helfrich to passing game coordinator in 
2003. During his five-year stint in Tempe, Arizona State blossomed into 
one of the top passing teams in the country. In his final season there, 
the Sun Devils finished third in the NCAA and led the Pac-10 in passing 
yards per game (373.9 avg.). ASU posted a school-record 4,481 yards 
passing that season to elevate its five-year total to 18,686 yards (306.3 
avg.) during his stay. 

His quarterbacks put up numbers that ranked in the top three of 
the Pac-10 all five years he was there, leading the league twice (2004, 
2005) and finishing second in 2001. His units also finished among the 
top 10 in the NCAA on three different occasions, as ASU was ranked 
fifth nationally in 2004 and ninth in 2002 before the school’s highest 
finish ever with the third place effort in 2005. 

Ranking as the third-youngest offensive coordinator in the nation a 
year ago (and the youngest at a BCS school), Helfrich’s offense’s were 
marked by improvement each of his first two seasons at Colorado, 
with the Buffaloes’ 5-7 record highlighted by a 17-14 overtime win 
over West Virginia a year ago. 

His first Colorado offense averaged 4.5 yards per carry and featured 
three different players rushing for 500 yards or more for just the 10th 
time in school history. His 2007 team was just the third in school his- 
tory to gain 1,000 yards on offense more than the previous season in 
the same number of games, and scored 30 or more points five times in 
a season for the first time since 2002. 

At Arizona State, he played a significant role in the development of 
quarterback Andrew Walter, who set school records for both career 
(85) and single-season touchdowns (30) in addition to shattering the 
previous Pac-10 record for career touchdown passes, previously set 
by Stanford’s John Elway (77). One of only two players in ASU history

to tally 3,000 passing yards in a season, Walter did it for a third time in 
2004 with a best of 3,150 yards. 

Walter, a third-round NFL draft pick by the Oakland Raiders in 2005, 
finished his collegiate career as the Sun Devils’ career record holder in 
nearly every passing category, in addition to total offense. When Wal- 
ter missed the 2004 Sun Bowl against Purdue with an injury, Helfrich 
tutored sophomore understudy Sam Keller to the game’s MVP honors. 

Working three years as the quarterback coach at Boise State, he 
tutored one of school's all-time greats in Bart Hendricks, the 1999 and 
2000 Big West Conference Player of the Year. In 2000, he guided the 
Broncos to the country’s fourth-best passing offense with 321.5 yards 
per game. 

Helfrich (10/28/73) graduated with a bachelor's degree in biology 
from Southern Oregon University in 1996, where he lettered four years 
at quarterback. He was an NAIA Scholar-Athlete as a sophomore in 
1993, leading the nation in total offense while earning NAIA honor- 
able mention All-America accolades and first-team Columbia Football 
Association honors in the process. That season, he accumulated 3,196 
yards of total offense, including 2,712 passing (23 touchdowns) and 
484 rushing (three scores), and topped the 400-yard mark in single- 
game total offense three times. 

He began his coaching career as running backs coach at his alma 
mater in 1996 before playing and coaching (offensive coordinator) in 
Europe with the Vienna (Austria) Vikings in the winter of 1997. 

Born in Medford, the 1992 Marshfield (Coos Bay) High School gradu- 
ate and his wife, Megan, are the parents of one son, Max, and one 
daughter, Maggie.

John Neal, who has accumulated 26 years of 
experience tutoring defensive secondaries in the 
Pac-10, SEC, Conference USA and WAC, begins 
his eighth season with Oregon. 

The personable Mountain View, Calif., native has fostered an ag- 
gressive mentality amongst his players at every place he has coached 
that is conducive to his defenders focusing on the football as much 
as opponents’ receivers. The result has been the building of secondar- 
ies that have been among the nation’s leaders in interceptions while 
producing numerous NFL draft picks, including four over the past two 
seasons. One of those picks - Jairus Byrd - led the NFL with nine inter- 
ceptions as a rookie with the Buffalo Bills in 2009. 

What made ‘09 remarkable in Eugene was the fact he had to 
develop a secondary without two of its top three expectant stalwarts 
at cornerback with the season-ending injuries to Walter Thurmond III 
and Willie Glasper in the first half of the season. Yet Talmadge Jackson 
IIl tied for fourth in the Pac-10 in interceptions (4) and sixth in passes 
defended (0.83 avg.). 

While UO's interceptions were down slightly in 2009 (14, 3rd in 
the Pac-10), Neal has been instrumental in teaching the art of the 
takeaway and has the numbers to prove it. Oregon's 16 interceptions 
in 2008 tied for third in the conference, with Thurmond tying for the 
league lead and Byrd finishing third. 

The Ducks’ 20 interceptions in 2007 were the second-most among 
Pac-10 schools and tied for tenth in the nation, while Byrd tied for 
ninth (0.54 avg.) among individuals. Neal’s defensive backs were a 
large factor in UO's top Pac-10 ranking in turnover margin (0.69 avg,., 
18th nationally), after a second-to-last finish in that statistic in 2006. 

Oregon finished second in the country with 23 interceptions in 
2005, marking the program's most thefts in 37 years, as well as the 


Pac-10 Conference's runner-up in pass efficiency defense (26th nation- 
ally). Neal played a major role in the Ducks leading the league in total 
defense for the first time since 1958 as well as pass defense for the 
second straight year in 2006. 

He has been credited with much of the development of his players 
as well, with at least three members of the secondary earning all- 
conference honors in four of the past five seasons. Byrd and Patrick 
Chung were both named first-team Pac-10 all-conference choices in 
2008 - the first time in 14 years the Ducks have been accorded more 
than one first-team league honoree in the secondary in the same 
year — increasing his number of first-team Pac-10 pupils to five. Chung 
attracted All-America attention in each of his final two seasons. 

In Neal’s first two years at Oregon, the Ducks’ pass defense improved 
from a 291.2 avg. in 2002 to 216.8 avg. in 2004. Another vast improve- 
ment was the team's pass efficiency defense, ranking 46th (120.7, 2003) 
and 57th (121.8, 2004) nationally after landing at 102nd (140.8) in 2002. 

Prior to arriving at Oregon during the spring of 2003, Neal spent eight 
seasons coaching the defensive backs at Alabama-Birmingham. He 
served as defensive coordinator his last two seasons at UAB, where the 
Blazers ranked fifth in the country in total defense in 2001 (265.9 avg.). 
UAB was also among the national defensive leaders in 2000, ranking 
ninth in the country in scoring defense and 11th in total defense. 

Helping UAB upgrade from the NCAA Division I-AA level to full I-A 
status in Conference USA, Neal assisted in building the Blazers’ pro- 
gram in many ways aside from his work in the secondary. He volun- 
teered to be the team’s recruiting coordinator, a position he held for 
six years. He also assumed duties with UAB’s special teams, instructing 
punters, the punt return team and kick return team at some point 
during his eight-year tenure. The Blazers blocked nine punts, returning 
five for touchdowns, during a two-year span from 1999-2000. 

Before moving to UAB in 1995, Neal served as secondary coach at 
Mississippi from 1992-94. His 1993 squad led the nation in total de- 
fense (234.5 avg.) and ranked third against the pass while allowing the 
fewest touchdown passes in the country (5). The Rebels finished sixth 
nationally in pass defense while leading the SEC in 1994. 

Neal sandwiched a pair of stints as defensive coordinator at Pacific 
(1990-91) and East Tennessee State (1986) around a three-year tenure 
as defensive backs coach at Oregon State (1987-89). The Beavers 
ranked second in the Pac-10 in pass defense in 1987 (183.3 avg.). 

The 1980 Brigham Young graduate earned all-WAC honors at defen- 
sive back as a senior in 1979. He transferred to BYU after playing two 
seasons at Foothill Junior College (Los Altos Hills, Calif.). 

He broke into the coaching profession as a graduate assistant at 
his alma mater in the spring of 1980 before moving to New Mexico 
to coach the Lobos’ junior varsity team that fall. Neal was elevated to 
full-time assistant coach at New Mexico in 1981, where he coached 
linebackers and defensive backs through the 1985 campaign. 

Neal (12/18/56) and his wife, Jan, are the parents of one son, Casey, 
and two daughters, Caitlin and Christin. 


Tom Osborne 

special teams coordinator | tight ends 
10th season 

Washington State University, 1983 


Tom Osborne returned for a second stint with 
the Ducks prior to the 2007 season, with the 
special teams coordinator and tight ends coach 
restoring the levels of productivity and energy of his areas to that prior 
to his 2001 hiatus. 

It didn’t take long for Coach “Oz” to make his presence felt, lifting 
Oregon's units on special teams out of the bottom ranks of the Pac-10 
statistical standings during the 2007 season's 9-4 campaign. The Ducks 
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placed second in the conference in kickoff returns (23.96 avg., 14th 
nationally), fourth in kickoff coverage (42.9 net avg.) and ranked fifth in 
net punting (36.69 avg., 34th in the nation) in his first season following 
his return. Andiel Brown led the Pac-10 in punt returns (10.41 avg.) and 
Jonathan Stewart was third in kick returns (26.70 avg.). 

Along the way, he has been instrumental in the development of 16 
All-Americans, 15 first-team all-conference standouts and 12 second- 
team all-league honorees in his 28-year coaching career. 

Yet his role tutoring tight ends has not taken a back seat, as evi- 
denced by CBSsports.com naming him one of the top five tight end 
coaches in the country in June of 2008. Within his last 15 seasons of his 
coaching career, Osborne has tutored eight tight ends who have made 
their way into the NFL. 

He also oversaw the development of first-team all-Pac-10 tight end 
Ed Dickson, who became Oregon's all-time leader in receptions (124) 
and yards (1,557) at the position prior to his selection in the third 
round of the 2010 NFL Draft by the Baltimore Ravens. 

As a sophomore Dickson was the team’s second-leading receiver 
with 43 receptions, 453 yards and three touchdowns. He improved 
his productivity as a junior with 508 receiving yards, while he accu- 
mulated 42 catches for 551 yards and six TDs in his final year to earn 
first-team Pac-10 all-conference honors. 

In 2008, Oregon ranked 16th nationally (3rd in the Pac-10) in punt 
returns (12.5 avg.), while Jairus Byrd and Walter Thurmond both 
finished third in the league, respectively, running back punts and 
kickoffs. 

In 2009, Oregon ranked 17th in the country in kickoff returns (24.5 
avg.). He also played an increased role in the development of the 
Ducks’ kickers, as Morgan Flint was successful on better than 88 per- 
cent of his field goal attempts. 

Before returning to Eugene for a second tenure, Osborne had spent 
six seasons as the assistant head coach, special teams coordinator and 
tight ends coach at Arizona State, after coordinating Oregon's special 
teams and tutoring its tight ends from 1995 through 2000. During his 
tenure with the Sun Devils, Osborne's units blocked 11 punts. 

Osborne was named the Division IA National Special Teams Coor- 
dinator of the Year by American Football Coaches Monthly Magazine 
following the 2003 season. His success in placing a high priority on the 
different phases of the kicking game has been well documented. 

He coached the only team in ASU history to have both the punt 
return and kickoff return units rank among the top 10 in the nation in 
the same year (2005). In addition, he oversaw the only team in the na- 
tion to have back-to-back years ranked in the top 10 in kickoff returns 
(2005 and 2006). 

His Sun Devils led the Pac-10 in kickoff coverage (16th nationally) 
in 2004 and ranked No. 2 in the country in kickoff returns in 2006. ASU 
also ranked among the top 27 in the nation in net punting four of his 
six seasons. 

At ASU, Zach Miller earned first-team All-America honors in 2006 af- 
ter catching 50 passes for 484 yards and four touchdowns. Over three 
seasons, ASU's all-time receptions leader at the position caught more 
passes (144) than any other tight end in the country while his yardage 
(1,512) was second nationally during that span. 

Under Osborne's supervision, Oregon's special teams play during 
his first tour of duty was arguably the best in the Pac-10, if not the 
country. The Ducks ranked either first or second in the Pac-10 in kickoff 
coverage each of his six seasons, among the top three in kickoff re- 
turns five of six years and among the top three in net punting on four 
occasions. Before departing Eugene in 2000, Oregon led the league in 
kickoff coverage (17.04 avg.), kickoff returns (22.5 avg.) and net punt- 
ing (37.7 avg.). 

From a statistical standpoint - in addition to Dickson - Osborne also 
coached Oregon's other top three tight ends of all time (Josh Wilcox 
- 103 receptions, Blake Spence - 92 catches). During his first six years, 
the Ducks’ tight ends annually averaged close to 50 catches for 700 
yards and seven touchdowns. Wilcox, Spence, Jed Weaver and Justin 
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Peelle each received All-Pac-10 and All-America honors. Prior to join- 
ing the Oregon staff, the Washington native coached running backs 
and tight ends at Boise State for two seasons (1993-94) and coached 
at Portland State from 1986-92. During his time with the Broncos, Del 
Graven set the BSU single-season record for catches by a tight end 
with 55. 

The 1983 Washington State graduate and former wide receiver 
served as a student coach for the Cougars (1981-82) as well as a gradu- 
ate assistant (1983-85) at his alma mater. 

Osborne (9/27/60) and his wife, Monica, have one son, Tyler, and 
one daughter, Ashley. 


Don Pellum 
linebackers 

23rd season 

University of Oregon, 1985 


Few coaches have been as successful developing 
talent as 23rd-year Oregon assistant Don Pellum, 
who also continues to coordinate much of the 
program's recruiting efforts in addition to coaching the team’s middle 
and weak-side linebackers. 

Completing his playing career with the Ducks in 1984, the former 
starting linebacker continued his association with his alma mater in 
1985 as a graduate assistant coach. Since then, his tenure has covered 
a number of responsibilities, including recruiting coordinator as well 
as coaching Oregon's linebackers, safeties and defensive line. He has 
remained at Oregon ever since, with the exception of a one-year stint 
as defensive line coach, strength coach and academic coordinator at 
Willamette University in 1987 and three years heading up the recruit- 
ing efforts at the University of California (1990-92). 

No team was better against the run in conference games during Or- 
egon’s most recent Rose Bowl run in 2009, thanks to his group. Pac-10 
foes averaged only 118.6 rushing yards per contest. Pellum’s ‘backers 
also had a role in UO’s league-best total defense in Pac-10 play (316.0 
avg.). 

Two of his pupils - Casey Matthews and Spencer Paysinger - shared 
honors as the Ducks’ second-leading tacklers a year ago. 

His unit was instrumental in Oregon ranking 23rd in the country 
in rushing defense in 2008 (119.4 avg.) while finishing second in the 
Pac-10. Yet his influence over the program’s success runs much deeper 
than just that of statistics. 

Pellum has developed a knack for bringing out the best from his 
players while concerning himself with their development aside from 
football as well. His players have led Oregon's defense in quarterback 
sacks eight of the last 17 years, including 26 of the Ducks’ 38 sacks in 
1999 by the defensive front four. Duck fans also fondly remember an 
inexperienced group prior to the 1994 campaign that keyed back-to- 
back New Year’s Day bowl appearances following the 1994 and ‘95 
campaigns. 

He benefitted from the Ducks utilizing one of their deepest line- 
backing corps in recent memory in 2009 which included Matthews, a 
second-team all-conference choice, and Paysinger, an honorable men- 
tion all-league standout. 

Yet few of his accomplishments could be any more rewarding than 
in 2005 when he transformed a unit which included only one returnee 
with any significant line-of-scrimmage experience at the major college 
level. What resulted was one that helped Oregon lead the Pac-10 Con- 
ference in total defense and pass defense, in addition to finishing third 
in scoring defense. While his trio of 2005 starters began the season 
accumulating only 89 tackles during their Oregon careers, they tallied 
207 between them that year alone. 

Included was second-team all-conference outside linebacker 
Anthony Trucks, who led the team with 99 tackles en route to pacing

the Pac-10 in quarterback sacks (11, tied for 8th in the nation), tackles 
for loss (15.5) and forced fumbles (5, tied for 7th nationally). In all, Pel- 
lum has been credited with much of the development for 20 Pac-10 
all-league honorees in the last 16 seasons, including 2002 NFL draft 
choice Wesly Mallard. 

In 2008, Pellum assisted in the development of first-year starter 
Spencer Paysinger into the team’s second-leading tackler (95), with all 
three of the unit's starters finishing among the team’s top six tacklers. 

One of Oregon's most popular former players, Pellum returned to 
coaching on a full-time basis in 1993 following six years as a recruiting 
coordinator in the Pac-10. 

Pellum was responsible with assembling outstanding recruiting 
classes with Oregon and while at California, and has been responsible 
for directing some of the Ducks’ best recruiting efforts in school history 
since his return. His recruiting efforts help land him on the list among 
the nation’s top 25 recruiters by Rivals.com after the Ducks were 
named the No. 11 recruiting class in the country in 2007. 

The Banning, Calif., native was a graduate assistant at Oregon for 
two years while completing an advanced degree in telecommunica- 
tions and film, coaching the tight ends, and assembling the scout 
teams. He also has completed some work toward his Ph.D. 

Pellum (1/26/62) and his wife, Marla, reside in Eugene. 


Jim Radcliffe 


strength & conditioning 
26th season 
Pacific University, 1980 


One of the most overlooked elements in the 
success of Oregon's student-athletes is Jim 
Radcliffe, now in his 24th year as the school’s 
head strength and conditioning coach and 26th overall. He not only 
plays a significant role in the Ducks’ football program as the designer 
of the year-round conditioning calendar but also has been quick to aid 
the athletic development of athletes in all sports. 

Radcliffe, who guided the receivers during much of the 1999 fall 
camp, furnishes the student-athletes with a wide variety of exercise 
through weight training and lifting systems, and is a noted authority 
in the field of exercises dealing with the improvement of speed and 
quickness. 

The native of McCloud, Calif., became assistant strength coach at 
Oregon in 1985, a position he held for two years before assuming the 
duties of head coach in that area. 

Radcliffe taught and coached a variety of sports and was the athletic 
trainer for four years at Aloha High School from 1980-83. 

He then did graduate study at Colorado and worked in private 
business prior to joining the Ducks’ staff. Graduating from Pacific (Ore.) 
with a degree in physical education and health in 1980, he played 
four seasons at defensive back and was captain of the special teams. 
Radcliffe earned his Master's in biomechanics from Oregon in 1992. 

Radcliffe (2/10/58) is active in national organizations surrounding 
his profession and is certified by the United States Weightlifting 
Federation. He also has written books, been published in numerous 
professional journals and produced videos on plyometrics, one of the 
most effective exercise techniques. 

Radcliffe’s wife, Janice, is an instructor and fitness director in the 
University’s department of physical education and recreation.

Jeff “Hawk” Hawkins is entering his 10th year 
with the Oregon Ducks as the Director of 
Football Operations, where he oversees all 
administrative aspects of the football program. Hawkins served in 

a similar capacity under Mike Bellotti at Chico State from 1985-87. 

He has also had stints as an assistant coach at Dartmouth College 
(1987-91) and as recruiting coordinator and director of marketing and 
promotions at Tulane University (1992-95). 

Originally from Pembroke, Massachusetts, Hawkins served in the 
U.S. Army (1973-76) after graduating from Silver Lake Regional High 
School, where his teammates included current head coaches Buddy 
Teevens (Dartmouth) and Tim Murphy (Harvard).

Although he lives in Oregon, he continues to serve as camp 
director (1995-present) of the prestigious Manning Passing Academy 
summer football camp, owned and operated by Archie, Peyton and Eli 
Manning, and located in Thibodaux, Louisiana.

BOISE, Idaho — Oregon running 
back LeGarrette Blount talked before the 
game about keeping emotions in check. 
Then he lost his own cool after No. 14 Boise 
State pushed around its big-conference 
neighbors. 

Kellen Moore threw for 197 yards and a touchdown and the biggest home 
game in Boise State history became a four-quarter bullying of the No. 16 Ducks, 
19-8 on Thursday night, clearing the biggest apparent obstacle between them 
and a possible second BCS bowl. 

D.J. Harper added a 1-yard scoring run for Boise State, but the impressive ef- 
fort by the Broncos was overshadowed in the postgame scrum when Blount mo- 
mentary lost control.. 

“| just apologize to anyone watching that,” Blount said. “I just apologize to all 
of our fans and all of Boise's fans. That's something | shouldn't have done. | lost 
my head.’ 

Blount’s actions took away from a night that for 2 1/2 quarters, was a celebra- 
tion of all things blue and orange before the nervous final stretch as a Ducks 
offense that was stuck in neutral most of the night finally gained some traction. 

But Boise State’s defense answered every Oregon charge and knocked off the 
Ducks for the second consecutive season after last year’s contentious matchup 
in Eugene. 

“Hats off to our defense tonight. They made a ton of plays,” Moore said. 

Nearly every available space inside Bronco Stadium was crammed with fans 
desperate to see this border-state battle, one that everyone expected to turn 
into a high-scoring shootout. 

If not for two missed field goals, a botched field-goal snap and three turn- 
overs, it very well might have been a high-scoring rout for the Broncos. 

They outgained Oregon 361 to 152, rolling up 22 first downs to the Ducks’ 
six. The struggles of Kelly's offense were stunning, considering Oregon scored a 
combined 162 points in its final three games of 2008 and brought quarterback 
Jeremiah Masoli back to run the show. 

The total yards were the fewest for Oregon in nearly 15 years. 

“Boise State really moved the ball, we let them have the ball pretty much the 
whole game, it seemed like,’ Oregon defensive back Walter Thurmond III said. 

But Masoli’s passing was off and the Ducks could not get bruising Blount 
started. Blount carried only eight times and finished with minus-5 yards rushing, 
part of a miserable night for the Ducks. 

“We didn't execute our gameplan. We didn’t play Oregon football,’ Blount 
said. “Defense played tremendous. They gave us the ball a number of times and 
we didn't do anything with it. | didn’t see this coming at all. Everything at prac- 
tice was going well.” 

And Masoli’s main passing target, Ed Dickson, might as well have not been on 
the field. He wasn’t thrown to in the first half and finished with just two catches 
for 19 yards. His first grab, with 7:07 left in the third quarter, finally got the Ducks 
their first first down. 

Masoli finished 14 of 27 for 121 yards and an interception. 

“It's frustrating whenever you don't get a first down,’ Kelly said. 

The Broncos had no problem marching. Moore hit 14 of 20 throws in the first 
half and finished 19 of 29. He was also given plenty of time in the pocket behind 
a young offensive line that for one night answered the biggest question about 
the Broncos in the offseason. 

Moore connected with Austin Pettis for a 10-yard touchdown midway 
through the second quarter and the two-point conversion put Boise State up 
8-0. They later went up 10-0 when Blount was pulled down in the end zone by 
Billy Winn for a safety. 

The Broncos’ line also pushed Oregon's defensive front and opened holes for 
Harper and Jeremy Avery. The pair combined for 162 yards rushing and Boise 
State finished with 164 yards rushing as a team. 

“They came out talking a little bit thinking they owed us something, and we 
just came out and played our game,’ Harper said.

EUGENE (AP) — Oregon can’t seem 
to get away from drama. 

A week after LeGarrette Blount’s punch 
and an uncharacteristic offensive meltdown 
against Boise State, the Ducks eked out a 
victory over Purdue. 

Trailing 38-30, the Boilermakers’ Keith Smith found Aaron Valentin with a 15- 
yard touchdown pass with 1:01 left. But Kyle Adams was out of bounds when he 
caught Joey Elliott's pass to tie it and Oregon (1-1) held on for the 38-36 victory. 

Purdue (1-1) had closed within one at 31-30 early in the fourth quarter on 
Ralph Bolden’s 22-yard touchdown reception, before Oregon's Kenjon Barner 
then ran 21 yards for a score with 6:42 left. 

“It's definitely a sense of relief’ Ducks quarterback Jeremiah Masoli said. 
“There were a lot of doubters, but we got it done.” 

“It's been tough, but we're focused. We kept our heads on straight,’ running 
back Andre Crenshaw said. 

Against the Broncos, the Ducks had just 152 yards offense, their worst show- 
ing in nearly 15 years. Oregon didn't have a first down until the third quarter. 

It was quite a departure for the Ducks, who had the second-ranked rushing 
offense in the country behind Navy in 2008 and were ranked among the top 10 
in total offense and scoring offense. 

Oregon fared better in the home opener than the previous week, but it wasn’t 
without its challenges. 

The Ducks couldn't capitalize on Casey Matthews’ interception on the Oregon 
23 and had to settle for a 28-yard field goal from Morgan Flint to go up 3-0 early 
in the first quarter. 

The Boilermakers came back with a quick drive that ended with Jaycen Tay- 
lor’s 5-yard run to take the lead, but Oregon’s Crenshaw capped an equally quick 
drive with a 2-yard TD dash and the Ducks were ahead 10-7. 

Bolden, who rushed for 234 yards in Purdue’s season-opening victory over 
Toledo, had a 14-yard touchdown run early in the second quarter to put the Boil- 
ermakers back in front. 

Oregon went up 17-14 on Walter Thurmond's 18-yard interception return be- 
fore Purdue tied it up just before halftime on Carson Wiggs’ 23-yard field goal. 

Purdue took back the lead on Bolden’s 1-yard leap into the end zone early in 
the second half. But then a fumble was scooped up by Javes Lewis, who ran 28 
yards for the score to tie it again for the Ducks. 

That appeared to spark the Ducks, and Masoli scored on a keeper from 15 
yards out. Just as he scored, a rainstorm hit Autzen and the deciding fourth quar- 
ter was marked by periodic showers. 

Masoli completed 11 of 21 passes for 163 yards for Oregon. Elliott went 24 of 
41 for 266 yards, a touchdown and two interceptions for Purdue. 

Bolden ran for 123 yards and caught three passes for 52 yards. Masoli led the 
Ducks’ rushers with 84 yards. 

“We executed, but they just stopped us there at the end,’ Bolden said. “That’s 
what happens. It was a tough loss.” 

The Ducks defeated Purdue 32-26 in double overtime last year in West Lafay- 
ette. Blount rushed for 131 yards, including a 3-yard winning plunge. 

“We moved on from last week,’ Kelly said after his first victory as Oregon's 
head coach. “I'm just excited for our players because they put in the hard work.’

EUGENE, Ore. (AP) -- Kyle Whitting- 
ham wishes that Utah's ride would have 
gone on forever. The Ducks were more than 
happy to bring it to a screeching halt. 

LaMichael James rushed for a career-high 
152 yards and a touchdown, and Oregon 
overcame four turnovers and an abysmal performance by quarterback Jeremi- 
ah Masoli to beat the No. 18 Utes 31-24 and snap the nation’s longest winning 
streak. 

Utah (2-1) had won 16 straight games, including their stunning 31-17 upset 
of heavily favored Alabama in the Sugar Bowl last January. Their last loss was on 
Nov. 24, 2007, in the regular-season finale against BYU. 

“It's been almost two calendar years since we've been in this situation,’ Whit- 
tingham said. “Twenty-two months or whatever the time frame is. You know we 
all wish this could've gone on for infinity, but that wasn't the case.” 

Masoli ran for two touchdowns, but had two fumbles and an interception in 
the second half that allowed Utah to rally from a 21-7 deficit to within 28-24 by 
the end of the third quarter. 

An interception by linebacker Eddie Pleasant set up a 31-yard field goal by 
Morgan Flint with 3:30 left in the game, giving the Ducks (2-1) a 31-24 lead. The 
Utes drove to the Oregon 37 with under two minutes to play, but John Boyett 
picked off a pass from Terrence Cain at the 5 to preserve the victory. 

Cain finished 20 of 41 for 178 yards with a touchdown and two interceptions. 
He also had 68 yards on the ground, but didn’t get much help from an offense 
that struggled to move the ball all game. Matt Asiata managed only 54 yards on 
15 carries. 

“Our defense played unbelievable,’ Oregon coach Chip Kelly said. 

The offense, however, was a mixed bag. While Masoli struggled, James re- 
corded his first 100-yard game and his first touchdown. The redshirt freshman,

EUGENE, Ore. (AP) -- To Oregon 
quarterback Jeremiah Masoli, taking criti- 
cism is part of the job. So is disproving it. 

Masoli answered his naysayers by throw- 
ing for 253 yards and three touchdowns in 
Oregon's 42-3 upset of sixth-ranked Califor- 
nia on Saturday. 

He completed 21 of 25 passes for the Ducks (3-1), who had 524 yards in total 
offense and buried any resemblance to the Oregon team that fell so dramatically 
to Boise State in a nationally televised season opener. 

“There's always critics -- and it always falls on the quarterback,’ Masoli said. 
“You try not to think about it, because nobody on the outside really has anything 
to do with it.’ 

Tailback Jahvid Best ran for just 55 yards for the Golden Bears (3-1), who had 
206 yards in total offense -- less than half their average. Widely considered a top 
Heisman contender, Best went into the game ranked third in the nation with an 
average of 137.33 yards on the ground. 

It was Cal's most lopsided loss under coach Jeff Tedford -- Oregon's former 
offensive coordinator -- and worst since 55-14 to USC in 2001. 

Oregon tight end Ed Dickson had 11 catches for a career-best 148 yards. He 
caught all three of Masoli’s scoring passes. 

“On offense the sky’s the limit for us,’ Masoli said with confidence. “We're the 
only ones who can hurt us. These last couple of weeks we've been in a funk, but 
today we moved past that.’ 

Cal scored on Vince D’Amato’s 47-yard field goal early after Oregon fumbled 
on its opening kickoff return. 

The Golden Bears would not score again. 

Oregon tied it with Morgan Flint's 30-yard field goal. Masoli completed five 
passes on the scoring drive -- surpassing the four completions he had last week- 
end in Oregon’s 31-24 victory over then-No. 18 Utah. 

Despite the win, Masoli was widely criticized for his performance and some 
fans suggested the Ducks go with backup Nate Costa against Cal. Oregon first- 
year coach Chip Kelly was steadfast in support of Masoli. 

His first touchdown pass of the season was a 26-yard strike to Dickson that 
opened the second quarter. Costa then tossed to Flint, who scampered into the 
end zone for the conversion to put the Ducks up 11-3. 

“He proved that he can play,” Dickson said of Masoli. “He proved that he can 
throw the ball.” 

After D'Amato missed a 43-yard attempt, Oregon pushed its lead to 18-3 on 
Remene Alston's 1-yard TD dive. LaMichael James ran for a 4-yard touchdown 
just before halftime to make it 25-3. 

James was among a trio of backs to whom Oregon has looked for in LeGar- 
rette Blount’s absence. He finished with 21 carries for 118 yards. 

In the third quarter, Dickson caught scoring passes of nine and 36 yards from 
Masoli as Oregon went up 39-3. lronically, fans who called for Costa got their 
wish when Masoli left the game early in the fourth quarter. 

Flint added a 42-yard field goal in the fourth quarter. 

Cal quarterback Kevin Riley, who went to high school in Beaverton, Ore., com- 
pleted 12 of 31 passes for 123 yards. He was replaced in the fourth quarter by 
redshirt freshman backup Beau Sweeney. 

“He's disappointed, obviously,’ Tedford said about Best. “Everybody is, every- 
body's disappointed when you don't play well like that when we invest so much 
time and energy into what's going on. It doesn't feel good.” 

Last weekend Best tied a Pac-10 record with five rushing touchdowns to lead 
the Golden Bears to a 35-21 victory at Minnesota, for which he earned Pac-10 
player of the week honors. 

But Oregon was able to shut him and the rest of Cal's running game down. 
The Golden Bears had just 77 yards on the ground. 

“Everybody kept asking, ‘What are you going to do about Best?’ If he can't 
get past the line of scrimmage, we have nothing to worry about. That was our 
mentality,’ Oregon defensive tackle Brandon Bair said. “We were going to come 
in here and hit him with all we've got. We know we have the talent, the speed, 
the ability to stop anybody.” 


Cal was averaging 488.7 yards in total offense going into the game to rank 
11th nationally, and gaining 250.33 yards on the ground. 

Cal hosts USC next week. Oregon hosts Washington State to conclude a four- 
game homestand. 

The Ducks were wearing throwback uniforms from the late 90s, featuring yel- 
low helmets with an entwined UO.

EUGENE, Ore. (AP) -- With the rout of 
Washington State well under way, there was 
no need for Oregon quarterback Jeremiah 
Masoli to stick around once he tweaked his 
knee. 

Masoli threw for 116 yards and a touch- 
down and ran for another score before sitting out the second half of No. 16 Or- 
egon’s 52-6 victory over the Cougars on Saturday night. 

After backup Nate Costa took over late in the second quarter, Masoli was seen 
icing his right knee. He caused further concern when he returned to the field 
after halftime wearing his warmups. 

He said afterward the injury was no big deal and that he was coming out of 
the game anyway because Oregon had built a 35-0 lead. 

“| think when | had contact with somebody, somebody else kind of jumped 
on my knee,” Masoli said. “I couldn't really tell you. It’s sore right now and I'll have 
the medical staff look at it tomorrow.’ 

Ed Dickson had seven catches for 103 yards and a score for the Ducks (4-1, 2-0 
Pacific-10) who won their fourth straight after a season-opening loss at Boise 
State. 

The Cougars (1-4, 0-3) were held to 158 yards of offense. Oregon had 514 
yards. 

Freshman quarterback Jeff Tuel made his first start but completed just one of 
two passes in the first quarter before he was knocked out by a hard sack. He had 
a hip pointer and did not return. 

“It's part of the game. I’m not too bad,’ Tuel said. “Obviously it’s upsetting. It's 
going to happen.” 

Dickson, who played only sparingly in the second half, was the Pac-10’s player 
of the week after pulling down three scoring passes last weekend in Oregon's 
42-3 upset victory over then-No. 6 California. The victory popped the Ducks into 
the AP Poll. 

LaMichael James got it started for the Ducks on Saturday night with a 26-yard 
touchdown run less than two minutes into the game. After Masoli found Dickson 
with a 26-yard scoring pass, James added a 3-yard TD run to make it 21-0. 

Tuel, who showed promise in relief last weekend in the Cougars’ 27-6 loss at 
USC, was shaky in his first start in front of Autzen’s notoriously loud crowd. 

He was sacked twice. The second, by Oregon’s Will Tukuafo, knocked Tuel out 
of the game. He was replaced by Marshall Lobbestael, who was limited by a sore 
left knee. 

Tuel was just the second true freshman to start for Washington State. The first 
was Drew Bledsoe against Oregon State in 1990. 

Cougars wide receiver Jared Karstetter also sat out the second half with a hip 
pointer. 

Masoli scored on a 1-yard keeper before Andre Crenshaw’s 6-yard touchdown 
dash. Costa scored on a 4-yard run just before halftime to make it 42-0. 

After Morgan Flint kicked a 40-yard field goal for the Ducks, Lobbestael’s 
1-yard keeper for Washington State late in the third quarter made it 45-6. 
Remene Alston scored for Oregon on a 6-yard run to finish off the win. 

Lobbestael completed seven of 13 passes for 47 yards and the TD. He was 
intercepted twice. 

Costa completed seven of nine passes for 80 yards for the Ducks. James, who 
ran for 81 yards, hurt his left ankle but it was not considered serious. 

Dickson has 104 career catches, surpassing Josh Wilcox for most career recep- 
tions for an Oregon tight end. Wilcox (1993-96) had 103.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) -- When Or- 
egon puts together the highlight reel of its 
remarkable turnaround from that season- 
opening loss to Boise State, the Ducks prob- 
ably could leave the first four minutes of this 
second half unedited. 

With one incredible play after another, the 13th-ranked Ducks turned a de- 
fense-dominated snoozer into another showcase for their ample talent and ris- 
ing confidence in a 24-10 victory over UCLA on Saturday. 

With Oregon trailing 3-0 at halftime, Kenjon Barner returned the second-half 
kickoff for a 100-yard touchdown, and Talmadge Jackson returned an intercep- 
tion 32 yards for another score just 13 seconds later. After a fumble recovery, Jeff 
Maehl then took a short screen pass 20 yards through traffic for the Ducks’ third 
TD just 3:54 after halftime. 

In even less clock time than an Oregon track star would need to cover a mile, 
the Ducks (5-1, 3-0 Pac-10) were well on the way to their fifth straight win and 
the early inside lane on a return trip to the Rose Bowl on New Year's Day. 

“That's what our team does,’ coach Chip Kelly said. “They feed off each other. 
When somebody makes a big play, the other guys feed off that. These guys have 
a great attitude, a great chemistry right now. It’s fun to be around them.’ 

Oregon's big plays on special teams and defense covered for an offense that 
was shut out in the first half, struggling without injured quarterback Jeremiah 
Masoli. Nate Costa passed for just 82 yards in his first career start, although his 
teammates praised his game management. 

The Ducks hadn't scored in eight consecutive quarters in Pasadena before 
Barner, a freshman backup running back, took the second-half kickoff in his own 
end zone and burst through the wedge. He sprinted to Oregon's first TD on a 
kickoff return since Jonathan Stewart did it Nov. 19, 2005. 

“It always feels good to get loose, score a touchdown for our team and help 
us get back on track,’ Barner said. “I'm glad we were able to get back in it after a 
slow first half.” 

On the Bruins’ next snap, Jackson jumped Terrence Austin’s buttonhook route 
and ran unimpeded to the end zone for Oregon's second score. Just two snaps 
after that, Kenny Rowe knocked the ball out of Prince’s hands on a scramble, and 
Oregon recovered. 

Maehl then caught a short third-down pass in traffic, but broke through 
UCLA's tackles for his first score of the season. 

“The fire that everyone had in them just ignited,” Costa said. “We got on a roll 
and started saying, ‘We're going to put these guys to sleep.’ 

Kevin Prince was 13 of 25 for just 81 yards in his return from a two-game injury 
absence for the Bruins (3-2, 0-2), who have lost two straight while scoring just 
one offensive touchdown. Prince also lost a fumble and threw an interception 
before third-string freshman Richard Brehaut took over for parts of the fourth 
quarter, passing for 64 yards. 

“This was probably the worst game I’ve ever played in my life, but we've just 
got to keep moving forward,’ Prince said. “I'm confident in myself, and | know | 
can get the job done. | just didn’t get it done today.’ 

Akeem Ayers made an astonishing interception in Oregon's end zone for the 
Bruins’ only touchdown late in the third quarter, leaping to snag Costa's pass as 
the quarterback tumbled out of bounds, then tucking his own feet inbounds as 
he fell. 

“Next time I'll pump-fake differently,’ said Costa, who went 9 for 17. “That was 
just a flat-out great play.’ 

LaMichael James rushed for 152 yards for the Ducks, who had scored 94 
points in their previous two games. Oregon showed it doesn’t need much of- 
fense to stay on top of the Pac-10, even staying out of trouble late by running the 
ball on its final 19 plays. 

“We've just got to learn from it,’ UCLA defensive tackle Brian Price said. “Things 
went downhill fast, but we had a positive mindset. Defensively, we remained 
relentless.” 

Masoli injured his right knee during Oregon's blowout win over Washington 
State last week. Kelly was cagey about his starting choice while Masoli missed 
two days of practice this week, but the junior didn't even suit up. 

“We took a look at him, and we weren't going to put him in the pads,’ Kelly 


said. “We didn’t even want to be tempted.’ 

That temptation would have been strong at halftime. Costa underwent three 
major knee surgeries before getting this chance because of Masoli’s own knee 
problems, but he went 6 for 12 while the Ducks’ offense controlled the ball for 
slightly more than 10 minutes. 

Oregon couldn't get further than the UCLA 34, where Jerry Siewierski blocked 
Rob Beard's 51-yard field goal attempt midway through the first quarter. The 
Bruins subsequently drove inside the Oregon 1, but the Ducks’ defense kept 
them in it, stopping Prince on a quarterback sneak on fourth down. 

The first half’s only points were scored by Kai Forbath, who nailed a 52-yard 
field goal -- his UCLA-record eighth of at least 50 yards -- when a 16-play drive 
stalled after starting at the Bruins 1.

SEATTLE (AP) -- Oregon again got 
the spark it needed from its special teams 
and defense with blocked punts, fake field 
goals and interceptions. 

The Ducks (No. 11 BCS, No. 12 AP) also got 
their offense rolling. 

Just in time for a Pac-10 showdown with Southern California on Halloween 
night in Eugene. 

Jeremiah Masoli returned from a knee injury to run for two scores, Oregon 
blocked a punt for a touchdown and used a fake field goal to set up another TD, 
and the Ducks overwhelmed border rival Washington 43-19 on Saturday. 

“This is a true team. It’s not an offense, it’s not a defense, it's not just one as- 
pect of it,’ Oregon coach Chip Kelly said. “It’s everyone contributing ... that punt 
you saw us start to gain some confidence and we started flying around and 
when we start flying it kind of gets into a frenzy mode and it's a neat thing to be 
around.” 

Oregon's corralled Washington quarterback Jake Locker, forced three turn- 
overs and kept the Huskies out of the end zone until the fourth quarter. 

Oregon's special teams came up with momentum-shifting plays on Rory 
Cavaille’s blocked punt for a touchdown and Nate Costa's fake field goal for a 
first down that led to another Oregon score. 

And most important, Masoli got Oregon’s offense zooming in the second 
half after it needed a kickoff return and interception return for touchdowns two 
weeks ago against UCLA when Masoli was out with an injured right knee. 

“It did take a couple of series to get my feet under me. You can tell the differ- 
ence when you haven't played and you have a bye week,’ Masoli said. “We were 
a little rusty but great teams respond.” 

Oregon extended its dominance of Washington to six straight -- longest in the 
history of the series -- and like the previous five this one wasn't close. All six wins 
have been by more than 20 points. 

Masoli kept Washington's defense guessing all day. Run, pass or pitch -- they 
all worked. 

And the frantic speed of Oregon's offense exposed Washington's lack of de- 
fensive depth. 

Masoli completed 14 of 22 throws for 157 yards and a touchdown. He also 
added TD runs of 1 and 3 yards as part of his 54 yards rushing. 

LaMichael James, Oregon’s workhorse since LeGarrette Blount’s suspension, 
rushed for 154 yards and a pair of touchdowns, including a 56-yard TD sprint in 
the fourth quarter to cap this Oregon party. 

“Sometimes | thought | had the ball and then I'd see [Masoli] around the other 
side. That's the big thing, misdirection is key,” James said. 

While Oregon's offense found its rhythm, Locker and the Huskies could never 
solve Oregon's mix of blitzes and pressures. Locker was sacked four times and 
completed 23 of 44 for 266 and two interceptions. Chris Polk had 104 yards rush- 
ing for Washington. 

“We really had some opportunities, especially early in the ball game and then 
coming out of halftime to change the complexion of the game, maybe get the 
game going in our favor more and we weren't able to capitalize,” Washington 
coach Steve Sarkisian said. 

Coming off a crushing 24-17 loss at Arizona State last Saturday, Washington 
(3-5, 2-3) didn't show much resiliency. 

The Huskies’ crippling mistakes didn’t help, and the first was the most damag- 
ing. 

Washington led 3-0 early in the second quarter and lined up to punt. The 
Ducks overloaded the right side of the line, allowing Cavaille to come free and 
block Will Mahan’s punt. The ensuing scrum dribbled the ball into the end zone 
where Tyrell Irvin recovered for the touchdown. While Washington's defense was 
getting set for the extra point, Costa ran in for the 2-point conversion and a 8-3 
lead. 

“| thought the gap was closed so | kind of just turned my shoulder and it 
opened right up and saw the ball right there and put my hand out and good 
things happened,’ Cavaille said. 

Washington tried to answer and quickly drove to the Oregon 4, but on fourth- 
and-goal at the 2 Locker rolled out but couldn't find anyone and his toss was

intercepted by Javes Lewis. 

Masoli then led a crushing drive, aided by Costa's 7-yard run off a faked field 
goal, and capped by the quarterback’s 1-yard run. 

Oregon scored on its first three drives of the second half and led 36-6. 

“That's one of the aspects about our offense is that we come at you so fast you 
don't even have time to think, call plays, know what you are doing,’ Masoli said.

EUGENE, Ore. (AP) -- As the T-shirts 
worn in Oregon's student section pro- 
claimed, it was Fright Night at Autzen Sta- 
dium. 

It certainly was for USC. 

a Jeremiah Masoli threw for 222 yards anda 
touchdown and ran for 164 more yards with another score and the 10th-ranked 
Ducks trampled Southern California (No. 5 BCS, No. 4 AP) 47-20 Saturday night, 
the Trojans’ worst loss since 1997. 

“| don’t know if we made a statement, this is just what we planned on do- 
ing,’ Masoli said. “If it makes a statement it makes a statement. That's just Oregon 
football and how we roll.” 

Redshirt freshman LaMichael James ran for 183 yards and a score as the Ducks 
(7-1, 5-0 Pac-10) racked up 391 yards on the ground against the Trojans, who 
came into the game with the fifth-best rush defense in the nation (79.9 yards a 
game). 

USC's defense yielded a total of 613 yards to Oregon. 

“It was a real mess for us tonight,’ said Pete Carroll, who was handed his worst 
loss as coach of the Trojans. “Oregon did everything that they wanted to do.” 

Southern California (6-2, 3-2) had not lost a game by more than a touchdown 
since a 27-16 loss to Notre Dame in 2001, Carroll's first season with USC. The last 
time the Trojans were so soundly beaten was 1997, when they lost 35-7 to Ari- 
zona State and 27-0 to Washington. 

Oregon remained alone in first and undefeated in the Pac-10. USC has won or 
shared the last seven Pac-10 titles. That streak is in serious jeopardy. The Trojans’ 
run of seven straight BCS games is also in danger. 

The Ducks are now poised to take the crown after stomping the longtime 
Kings of the West Coast. 

Oregon fans were decked out in special black “Fright Night” T-shirts with a 
duck-and-crossbones motif to commemorate the Halloween night game -- 
billed as the Pac-10’s biggest game of the season. Afterward the fans swarmed 
the field, while a ring of blue-jacketed security guards circled the goal posts. 

The Ducks have won seven straight games since an embarrassing 19-8 loss at 
Boise State in the opener, a game that got uglier when running back LeGarrette 
Blount punched a Broncos defensive end as he was leaving the field. 

USC freshman quarterback Matt Barkley, who earlier this week predicted he 
would feed off Autzen’s deafening noise, completed 21 of 38 passes for 187 yards 
and two scores. He was intercepted once. 

Barkley shrugged after the loss. 

“The biggest thing is realizing that there’s nothing we can do about this loss,” 
he said. 

Masoli completed 19 of 31 for Oregon, which had never before scored as 
many points against the Trojans. 

“| was as relaxed as I've ever been in my career,” Masoli said. “Even me and 
LaMike break a couple jokes every so often. It feels great.” 

USC went up 3-0 on the its first series of the game on Jordan Congdon's 28- 
yard field goal. Oregon answered with Morgan Flint’s 32-yarder, but the Ducks 
had squandered their opportunity after Kenjon Barner’s 77-yard kickoff return. 

Masoli scored on a 3-yard run to put the Ducks up 10-3 late in the first quarter. 
USC tied it with Barkley’s 3-yard pass to Ronald Johnson early in the second. 

Oregon went ahead again on Andre Crenshaw’s 1-yard scoring run. And USC 
tied it again at 17 on Barkley’s 4-yard pass to Damian Williams. 

Masoli found Jamere Holland with a 17-yard touchdown pass to put the 
Ducks back up 24-17 at the half. 

From that point, USC couldn't keep up. 

After Oregon extended the lead with Flint’s 35-yard field goal, USC narrowed 
it with Congdon’s 39-yarder. 

James scored on a 5-yard run and fellow redshirt freshman Kenjon Barner ran 
for a 3-yard touchdown to make it 41-20 at the close of the third quarter. 

Flint had a pair of field goals from 22 and 23 yards out to pad Oregons lead in 
the fourth quarter.

“It just an overloaded ballgame by them. Masoli was ridiculously effective; 
Carroll said. “We really had our chances to make things happen but we couldn't 
tackle them in the backfield. The runs that he popped whether scrambles or by 
design just broke our back. It was a very, obviously, difficult night.’ 

The Trojans have lost four straight in the state of Oregon. 

“It was intense,’ Oregon cornerback Talmadge Jackson said. “Halloween, USC, 
crazy night game, it was everything everyone expected it would be.’

STANFORD, Calif. (AP) -- Toby Ger- 
hart and Stanford did to the Oregon defense 
what the Ducks did a week ago to Southern 
California, opening up the Pac-10 race witha 
program-defining victory. 

Gerhart ran for a school-record 223 yards 
and three scores, ndiew Luck threw for two touchdowns and Stanford held on 
to beat Oregon (No. 8 BCS, No. 7 AP) 51-42 Saturday to become bowl eligible for 
the first time in eight years. 

“This was definitely my biggest win since I’ve been here at Stanford,’ Gerhart 
said, ranking it ahead of the victory over No. 2 USC two years ago. 

“| think it’s definitely bigger than the USC win because it gets us to that bowl 
game. All our seniors, the goal coming in was to be a bowl team. This was by far 
the biggest win. The students storming the field, that was an awesome feeling.” 

Stanford had lost in its past five games with a chance to become eligible for a 
bowl and now are in position to play a postseason game for the first time since 
Tyrone Willingham’s final year in 2001 after snapping a seven-game losing streak 
to the Ducks. 

The loss by Oregon (7-2, 5-1 Pac-10) just a week after gaining 613 yards ina 
47-20 win over USC cost the Ducks any shot at a berth in the Bowl Champion- 
ship Series title game and took away any margin for error if they want to win the 
conference outright. 

Oregon rallied with two late touchdowns to cut a 20-point lead down to six, 
but Stanford (6-3, 5-2) recovered an onside kick with 2:38 to go and tacked on 
Nate Whitaker's third field goal with 11 seconds left to seal the win. 

“We got beat by a better team,’ coach Chip Kelly said. “If you say we got caught 
looking behind or looking ahead, it takes away from Stanford. Stanford is a heck 
of a football team.” 

Luck took advantage of vast open areas in the middle of the Oregon defense, 
completing four passes of at least 20 yards in the first half alone. Even when the 
Ducks had good coverage, Luck managed to connect with his receivers down- 
field. 

He finished 12 for 20 for 251 yards, throwing an 8-yard touchdown pass to Jim 
Dray in the second quarter and a 31-yarder to Chris Owusu after Oregon cut the 
Cardinal lead to 10 points early in the third quarter. 

“Just an unbelievable performance by Andrew,’ Harbaugh said. “I don’t know 
how you can play better. How can you play better as a quarterback? What can 
you say he should have done better? Who could have done better?” 

The Ducks got the lead back to 10 on a 3-yard keeper by Jeremiah Masoli, 
before Gerhart carried Oregon defenders into the end zone ona 17-yard run that 
made it 45-28 late in the third quarter. 

Gerhart had 38 carries, punishing Oregon defenders on each run. He broke 
the previous record of 220 set by Jon Volpe in 1988 and broke his single-season 
rushing record set last year with 1,217. 

“As usual he was just unbelievable,” fullback Owen Marecic said. “It’s great 
blocking for him. | have to get a hat on somebody and he'll do the rest. His per- 
formance speaks for itself. He carried the team today. He was just awesome.” 

On a day when the teams combined for 93 points and more than 1,000 yards, 
Stanford did deliver one big defensive play to end the third quarter. 

With Oregon trailing by 17, Kelly decided to go for it on fourth-and-3 from the 
Stanford 40. Michael Thomas, who played the role of Masoli in practice, blitzed 
from his cornerback position and took down the real version Masoli for no gain. 
The Cardinal tacked on a field goal to take a 48-28 lead. 

“We had a lot of ups and downs no question about it. It’s frustrating. We don't 
get 1 yard and that's it,’ Masoli said. “We were watching their offense move the 
ball and score and it’s instinctive that we wanted to score every time.” 

Masoli was 21 for 37 for 334 yards and three touchdowns. He added 55 yards 
and a score on the ground. LaMichael James added 125 yards rushing, including 
a 60-yard score in the first quarter. 

The Cardinal got off to a fast start when Owusu returned the opening kick- 
off 77 yards to set up a field goal. Stanford's offense didn’t slow down. A 25- 
yard pass from Luck to Owusu set up Gerhart’s first touchdown run and Gerhart 
scored again on the next possession to make it 17-7. Owusu had four catches for 
111 yards and two long kickoff returns.

Luck added the TD pass to Dray and then threw a 39-yarder to Ryan Whalen 
that set up Marecic’s 2-yard run that gave the Cardinal a 31-14 lead. Marecic had 
a busy day, starting at fullback as usual and at middle linebacker in place of the 
injured Clinton Snyder. 

Marecic was out of position on Oregon's first touchdown as James burst up 
the middle untouched for a 60-yard score and did not play on defense after the 
first quarter. The Ducks got their other first-half score on a 29-yard pass from 
Masoli to Jeff Maehl one play after Gerhart lost a fumble.

EUGENE, Ore. (AP) -- LeGarrette 
Blount waited for his chance. It never came. 

Blount suited up and was ready to play 
for the first time since his suspension for 
punching an opponent was lifted -- but only 
watched as Oregon (No. 13 ESPN/USA Today, 
No. 14 AP) defeated Arizona State 44-21 on Saturday night. 

Instead LaMichael James, who took over at running back while Blount missed 
eight games, ran for 150 yards and three touchdowns. 

“He wants to get out there so bad,’ Oregon receiver Ed Dickson said about 
Blount. “Being one of my best friends, | felt for him.” 

The Ducks (8-2, 6-1 Pacific-10) sit alone atop the conference standings as the 
only team with just one conference loss. Oregon fell 51-42 last weekend to Stan- 
ford. 

Arizona State (4-6, 2-5) started true freshman quarterback Brock Osweiler, 
who left the game after being hit hard in the first half. Sophomore Samson Sza- 
kacsy replaced him and completed 13 of 22 passes for 113 yards and a touch- 
down. 

“Brock could have come back,” Arizona State coach Dennis Erickson said. “It 
was a coach's decision to keep him out partially because of how Samson was 
playing.” 

The Sun Devils’ run defense, the best in the Pac-10 going into the game, al- 
lowed the Ducks to gain 268 yards on the ground. 

Oregon quarterback Jeremiah Masoli completed 10 of 20 passes for 120 yards 
and two touchdowns. He was intercepted once. 

Blount, who ran for 1,002 yards last season, was listed at the bottom of the 
Ducks’ depth chart. Oregon coach Chip Kelly said there was no thought of bring- 
ing him in. 

“No. We didn't get to our fifth running back. Andre (Crenshaw) had one or two 
carries, Remene (Alston) got in for one or two carries. Couldn't get the ball back,’ 
he said. 

Blount watched as his replacement ran for touchdowns of 4 and 2 yards in the 
first quarter against the Sun Devils. After Morgan Flint’s 27-yard field goal in the 
second quarter, James added a 4-yard scoring run. Masoli found Ed Dickson with 
a 9-yard touchdown pass to give Oregon a 31-7 lead at halftime. 

James, who was averaging 115.9 yards going into the game as the Pac-10's 
third best rusher, ran for 119 yards in the first half alone. 

“LaMichael had a great game and showed again why he’s one of the best in 
the nation. We're going to ride him as long as we can,’ Kelly said. 

Arizona State's James Brooks intercepted Masoli, which led to Dimitri Nance’s 
2-yard scoring run for the Sun Devils’ lone touchdown of the first half. 

The 6-foot-8 Osweiler replaced Danny Sullivan last weekend in the second 
half of Arizona State's 14-9 loss to USC. He was the first true freshman to start for 
the Sun Devils since Jake Plummer in 1993. 

But the Sun Devils got a scare in the second quarter when Osweiler was hit 
in the shoulder by Oregon linebacker Eddie Pleasant. While he was looked to by 
trainers on the Arizona State bench, he was replaced by Szakacsy. 

Osweiler completed 5 of 10 passes for 14 yards before he left. 

Szakacsy started the second half, although Osweiler stayed in uniform on the 
sideline, and he led the Sun Devils on a drive that ended with his own 1-yard 
scoring run to make it 31-14. 

Szakacsy found Kyle Williams with a 15-yard scoring pass later in the third 
quarter to narrow it, but Oregon answered with Masoli’s 21-yard touchdown 
pass to Jeff Maehl. 

“| thought we were making a comeback,” Szakacsy said. “We cut it to 10 and 
stalled on some drives. We could have played a lot better. We kept fighting and 
scrapping. We didn't just put our heads down.” 

Flint added 43 and 41-yard field goals in the fourth quarter. By that time, Or- 
egon had pulled James. The crowd chanted “We want Blount!” several times. 

Going into the game, the Sun Devils’ run defense was ranked sixth in the na- 
tion, allowing an average of 87.44 yards rushing. 

But Oregon couldn't be stopped, Erickson said. 

“This offensive team is as good as any I've seen in college football,” he said.

TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) -- Oregon quar- 
terback Jeremiah Masoli watched as red- 
clad Arizona students ringed the sidelines as 
time ticked down, ready to rush the field. 

“| saw it and | actually smirked,’ Masoli 
said. “It was kind of funny. | wasn't really wor- 


ried about it.” 

The Ducks’ gifted quarterback ruined the celebration in Arizona Stadium and 
started another one in Eugene. 

Masoli tied it with a touchdown pass to Ed Dickson with six seconds left, then 
won it with a 1-yard run in the second overtime as No. 11 Oregon defeated Ari- 
zona 44-41 on Saturday night and took a big step toward the Pac-10 title. 

The Ducks (9-2, 7-1 Pac-10) will earn a Pac-10 title and Rose Bowl berth with 
a victory over No. 20 Oregon State in a winner-take-all Civil War on Dec. 3 in 
Eugene. 

Masoli threw for three scores and ran for three more as the Ducks rallied from 
a 24-14 deficit early in the fourth quarter. 

“Our guys didn't flinch,’ Oregon coach Chip Kelly said. 

Nick Foles threw four TD passes for Arizona (6-4, 4-3), which was eliminated 
from Rose Bowl contention. 

“That was a real tough loss, especially for the kids,” said Arizona coach Mike 
Stoops, whose team lost for the first time at home. “We did really well tonight 
with getting Oregon out of their comfort zone. They've got a very good quarter- 
back, and that is definitely what makes the difference.’ 

Facing relentless pressure from the Wildcats, Masoli struggled at times, fum- 
bling twice and throwing an interception that led to Arizona's first score. 

But Masoli was there when the Ducks needed him most. He was unstoppable 
late in the game, then took over in overtime. 

After Masoli hit Jeff Maehl for a 4-yard score on Oregon's first overtime pos- 
session, Foles hit Juron Criner with a 3-yard strike to tie it at 38-38. 

In the second OT, Oregon forced Arizona to settle for a 41-yard field goal by 
Alex Zendejas. 

A touchdown would win it for Oregon, and Masoli quickly produced it. 

He hit Dickson for 22 yards, and three plays later Masoli bulled over from a 
yard out. 

“| was just resolved,’ Masoli said. “I'm just really happy with the result and re- 
ally proud of our guys. They just played their hearts out the whole time.” 

Minutes early, Oregon tied it at 31-31 when Masoli hit Dickson in the back of 
the end zone for an 8-yard score. 

That stunning strike came after another minor miracle for the Ducks. Oregon 
had tied it at 24-24 midway through the final quarter on a 43-yard field goal by 
Morgan Flint -- a line-drive kick that hit the crossbar and bounced through the 
uprights. 

Arizona took a 31-24 lead midway through the fourth quarter on a 71-yard 
screen pass from Foles to Criner, who outraced the defense to the end zone, 
fighting off two defenders over the final 10 yards. 

Arizona appeared ready to run the clock out on its next possession. But Or- 
egon’s Talmadge Jackson Ill picked off a pass in the end zone, giving the Ducks 
one last shot. 

“That changed the whole perspective of the game,” Oregon cornerback Cliff 
Harris said. 

The Ducks took over at their own 20 with 3:11 to play. As students began to 
mass on the sidelines, Masoli guided the Ducks downfield in 15 plays and 3:05, 
scoring with six ticks to spare. 

Masoli completed 7 of 11 passes for 54 yards on the drive and also ran for 13 
yards. 

“It [upsets] you for the most part because you let opportunities like that slip 
away,’ Arizona free safety Cam Nelson. “It’s hard to know you could have won a 
game, or you were supposed to win a game, and then you end up losing.” 

On a 70-degree night in the desert, Wildcats faithful packed Arizona Stadium 
for one of the bigger games in school history. But this was a matchup few had 
circled in September. 


UNIVERSITY OF OREGON DUCKS 


The Wildcats were picked to finish eighth in a preseason poll of reporters 
regularly assigned to the conference. Oregon, meanwhile, seemed adrift after 
opening with a 19-8 defeat at Boise State. 

Oregon had scored at least 40 points in six of seven Pac-10 games, including 
its last four, and the Ducks looked unstoppable on the game's opening posses- 
sion. They marched 74 yards in nine plays, with Masoli snaking 14 yards up the 


middle to give Oregon a 7-0 lead. 
Masoli made it 14-0 with a 9-yard strike to Maehl early in the second quarter. 


But the Wildcats cut the deficit in half on a Foles’ first TD pass, a 5-yarder to 


Criner, who caught three touchdown passes. 
Arizona scored 24 straight points before the Ducks awoke and rallied. 


“We just have perseverance,’ Masoli said. “That’s one of the characteristics of 


this team. Everybody on our team believed to the end.”

EUGENE, Ore. (AP) -- Oregon's thorny 
start has come up roses. 

Redshirt freshman LaMichael James ran

iT ae - Bowl with a 37-33 victory over Oregon State 
(No. 16 BCS, No. 13 AP) in the Civil War. 

Oregon (10-2, 8-1) claimed the Pac-10 championship with the victory, ending 
USC's seven-season hold on the conference title. The Ducks, who have not been 
to the Rose Bowl since 1995, will face Ohio State in Pasadena on New Year's Day. 

LeGarrette Blount, who hadn't played since throwing a punch after Oregon's 
season-opening loss to Boise State, returned to the field and scored ona 12-yard 
run in the third quarter. 

Afterward, fans thrust red roses into his hands. 

“This means everything to me,’ he said. “I’m kind of at a loss for words.’ 

The victory capped a stunning turnabout from the Ducks’ 19-8 crash on the 
blue turf in Boise. Oregon had just one other stumble this season -- a 51-42 loss 
at Stanford -- en route to the school’s fifth Rose Bowl appearance. 

“| think our team was always capable of this greatness,’ said quarterback Jer- 
emiah Masoli, who threw for 201 yards and a score. 

Oregon State (8-4, 6-3) was vying for its first Rose Bowl berth since the 1964 
season. 

It was the first time the annual rivalry was a winner-takes-all path to Pasadena. 

After the game the Duck mascot clutched a bouquet of roses as he was lifted 
above the fans who rushed the field at Autzen Stadium. Players donned green 
T-shirts emblazoned with a yellow “O” and the Rose Bowl logo. 

Sean Canfield threw for 306 yards and two touchdowns for the Beavers. Jac- 
quizz Rodgers, the Pac-10's second-leading rusher behind Stanford's Toby Ger- 
hart with an average of 119.4 yards a game, rushed for just 64 yards and a score. 

Oregon State had a chance to take the lead late in the fourth but Canfield 
threw an incomplete pass on fourth-and-15 from the Oregon 28. 

“We were all confident with the call," Canfield said. “It was a great call. We have 
a lot of playmakers on offense and | thought it was the right decision. We just 
couldn't get it done.” 

Masoli took over with more than 6 minutes left and ran out the clock with an 
impressive drive that featured two fourth-down conversions. He absorbed a hit 
during a 6-yard scramble on fourth-and-3 and pitched it to Kenjon Barner to set 
up a 4-yard run on fourth-and-2 that allowed the Ducks to finish it off. 

It was a disappointing end for Oregon State, which hung tough for much of 
the night behind Canfield, Rodgers and his older brother, James. 

“It's never easy to come, fight hard, you put yourself in the position you've 
worked for all season and you let it slip through your fingers,’ linebacker Keith 
Pankey said. “It hurts” 

Justin Kahut kicked three field goals in the first half, Jacquizz Rodgers had a 
1-yard run for his school-record 20th rushing TD this season and James Rodgers 
had a 28-yard touchdown reception with 14 seconds left in the half to give the 
Beavers a 23-21 lead. 

Masoli hit Jeff Maehl for a 73-yard touchdown pass late in the first quarter. 
Maehl has caught a scoring pass in the past three Civil Wars. 

Canfield’s 9-yard TD pass to Casey Kjos made it 30-21 early in the third before 
Blount sparked Oregon's comeback. He had a 12-yard score to pull the Ducks 
within two points and finished with 51 yards rushing. 

Blount ran for 1,002 yards last season. After his suspension, James stepped 
into his place, rushing for a Pac-10 freshman record 1,476 yards this season. 

Thursday night's game was his seventh straight with more than 100 yards. 

“He's an awesome kid,’ Kelly said of James. “He's just got that second gear.’ 

Kahut's fourth field goal made it 33-28, but James had a 52-yard scoring run 
late in the third. Oregon's 2-point conversion failed, and Morgan Flint kicked a 
34-yard field goal with 10:13 left for the final margin. 

“You have to have a short memory in this game,’ Masoli said. “You can't let a 
start get to you.” 


Last season Oregon State was headed to the Rose Bowl with a victory in the 
Civil War. But the Ducks came to Reser Stadium and romped to a 65-38 victory. 
The year before, the Beavers visited Autzen and won 38-31 in the second over- 
time. 

“It's tough to swallow,’ Canfield said of missing out on a trip to Pasadena for 
the second straight season. “I said earlier it was such a great football environ- 
ment, everything | thought it would be. I’m just disappointed.’

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) -- Ohio State’s 
bowl woes are over, thanks to a sturdy de- 
fense and a quarterback who finally played 
up to his enormous potential. 

Terrelle Pryor passed for a season-high 
266 yards and two touchdowns, rushed for 
72 more and threw a 17-yard scoring pass to DeVier Posey with 7:02 to play, 
ending the No. 8 Buckeyes’ three-game BCS skid with a 26-17 victory over No. 7 
Oregon in the Rose Bowl on Friday. 

Posey had eight catches for 101 yards, and Brandon Saine caught an early 
TD pass for the Buckeyes (11-2), who put together a remarkably fluid offensive 
performance in their first trip to Pasadena since 1997. 

That offense relied on Pryor, the sophomore quarterback who has had a hard 
time matching his enormous hype. With a Rose Bowl effort that evoked memo- 
ries of Vince Young's breakout performance in the same stadium four years ago, 
Pryor shook off his early mistakes and led the Buckeyes confidently through a 
tense fourth quarter. 

“| just wanted to lead the team as best | can,’ Pryor said. “The defense helped 
outa lot.’ 

Indeed, Ohio State’s defense did much of the work, largely reducing the 
Ducks’ high-flying, no-huddle offense to ineffectiveness. Jeremiah Masoli passed 
for just 81 yards, while LaMichael James rushed for 70 - but a series of big plays 
and kick returns by Kenjon Barner kept the 96th Rose Bowl close until Pryor took 
control of the final minutes. 

“We have an up-tempo defense and they run, they hit and they prepare,’ 
coach Jim Tressel said. ‘Terrelle did a heck of a job.’ 

Oregon (10-3) made a remarkable comeback from its season-opening loss to 
Boise State to win its first Pac-10 title since 2001, but the Ducks haven't won the 
Rose Bowl since the game's third edition in 1917, back when the Granddaddy of 
Them All was a toddler. 

Masoli’s 1-yard TD run put Oregon up 17-16 early in the third quarter, but 
the Ducks’ powerful offense never scored again. Oregon ran for 179 yards, the 
second-most allowed by Ohio State this season, but the Ducks were one-dimen- 
sional. Oregon, in its first Rose Bowl since 1995, had scored at least 37 points in 
its previous six games. 

Pryor’s career at Ohio State has been about his inadequacies as much as his 
strengths, and he has been hammered by critics in the Big Ten and elsewhere for 
numerous flaws in his game. Yet with Ohio State nursing a two-point lead in the 
fourth quarter, he took charge during a 13-play, 81-yard drive eating up more 
than six minutes - part of the Buckeyes’ 41:37 total time-of-possession advan- 
tage. 

Pryor converted a third-and-13 play near midfield with about nine minutes to 
play on a remarkable 26-yard catch by tight end Jake Ballard, who leaped high 
to snatch it. After another third-down conversion, Posey made an impressive TD 
catch, turning both directions and snagging Pryor's pass away from his body 
before tumbling over the goal line. 

After Oregon’s Morgan Flint missed a 44-yard field goal, Pryor drove the Buck- 
eyes one more time, finishing with emphasis by gaining a first down with a 12- 
yard run right after Oregon called its final timeout. 

“We knew everything they were going to do, with their blitzes,’ Pryor said. “I 
just wanted to come out and show | can be a complete quarterback.’ 

LeGarrette Blount scored an early touchdown for the Ducks, but the once- 
suspended tailback also fumbled out of the end zone in the third quarter, ending 
a potential scoring drive. 

Blount made an impressive 3-yard scoring run on his first play in the second 
quarter, clambering over three defenders and knocking off Buckeyes captain 
Doug Worthington’s helmet before stretching the ball over the goal line. 

The cheers Blount received on the way on and off the field highlighted a tu- 
multuous season for the bruising tailback, who was suspended for eight games 
after punching a Boise State player in frustration after the Ducks’ season-open- 
ing loss. 

Ohio State marched 19 plays for a short field goal 1:05 before halftime, and 
Ross Homan’s 20-yard interception return moments later put the Buckeyes in 
position for long-injured kicker Aaron Pettrey’s 45-yard field goal at the gun, put- 
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ting the Buckeyes up 16-10. 

Barner's big kickoff return to open the second half set up a 38-yard scoring 
drive finished by Masoli’s keeper. Ohio State went back ahead with its fourth 
field goal before Blount and Pryor traded turnovers. 

The crowd appeared to be an even split between scarlet-clad Buckeyes faith- 
ful and yellow-and-green Oregon fans who reveled in the postcard-perfect 
weather in Arroyo Seco well before kickoff. When dusk fell early in the fourth 
quarter, the nearby mountains lit up with a surreal red-orange glow, setting off 
hundreds of camera flashes in the crowd.

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The Pacific-10 Conference has agreements with six bowl partners. The lineup is led by the Rose Bowl Game, which is the destination for the Pac-10 champion, unless 
said champion is ranked No. 1 or No. 2 in the final Bowl Championship Series rankings. If that were the case, the Pac-10 champion would play in the BCS National 
Championship Game in Glendale, Ariz. Regardless of the disposition of the Pac-10 champion, a second Pac-10 team may be selected for an at-large berth in the Bowl 
Championship Series in any given year and other Pac-10 bowl partner arrangements provide for that occurrence. In addition to the Rose Bowl, Pac-10 bowl partners 


include the Valero Alamo Bowl, Bridgepoint Education Holiday Bowl, Sun Bowl, Maaco Las Vegas Bowl and Kraft Fight Hunger Bowl. 


ROSE BOWL SELECTION 


If a Conference team is ranked No. 1 or No. 2 in the Bowl Championship Series (BCS) ranking system it shall participate in the National Championship Game desig- 
nated by the BCS. If that is not the case, the following procedures will determine the Pac-10 Rose Bowl Representative. The Pac-10 Rose Bowl representative shall be 
conference team with the best won-lost percentage record in conference games. If, however, the records in conference games of two or more members are identical, 
determination of the Rose Bowl representative shall be as follows: 


A. Two-Team Tie 


The winner of the game between the two teams shall be the representative. 


B. Multiple-Team Ties 


(1) When three or more teams are tied in Conference play, if one has defeated all others, it shall be the Rose Bowl representative. If that is not the case, a compari- 
son of the tied teams’ records against the other tied teams shall be made and the team having the best record against the other tied teams shall be the Rose Bowl 
representative. If two or more teams are still tied after this comparison, the appropriate two-team or multiple-team tie-breaking procedures shall be repeated among 


those teams still under consideration. 


(2) If more than two teams are still tied after the process above is completed, each remaining tied team’s record against the team occupying the highest position in 
the final regular season standings shall be compared, with the procedure continuing down through the standings until one team gains an advantage. When arriving 
at another group of tied teams while comparing records, each team’s collective record against the tied teams as a group shall be used. 

If at any point in the process the multiple-team tie is reduced to two teams, the two-team tie-breaking procedure shall be applied. 

If more than two teams are still tied after comparing their records all the way through the Conference standings, the team among the tied teams with the highest 


ranking in the final BCS standings shall be the Rose Bowl representative. 


If a tie remains, the teams most recently earning Rose Bowl or Bowl Championship Series automatic selection shall be eliminated.

Steve Barnett (1960-62) — Oregon's two-time All- 
American and three-time All-Coast lineman was one of 
the primary benefactors for Mel Renfro and Bob Berry, 
helping the Ducks establish a school record for total 
offense in 1960 (3,671 yards)...Looms as one of the pro- 
gram’s only two standouts (along with Joey Harrington) 
ever to receive All-America honors on the field as well 
as in the classroom, and equally adept on both offense 
and defense...Drafted in the second round by Chicago 
in 1963, concluded two-year professional career in 1964 with Washington. 


J.W. Beckett (1913-16) — The exceptional halfback 
and defensive tackle co-captained Oregon team that beat 
Pennsylvania for the school’s lone Rose Bowl victory asa 
senior, before proceeding to do the same the following 
year for the Mare Island Marines...The 185-pound Portland 
(Washington High School) standout was enshrined into 
the National Football Foundation and College Hall of 
Fame before inducted into the inaugural class of Oregon's 
Athletic Hall of Fame in 1992...The retired brigadier gen- 
eral was assigned to the football coaching staff at Naval Academy in the late 
1920s and named to Rutgers’ football hall of fame as a player-coach in 1972. 


Bob Berry (1962-64) — Guided Oregon to three-straight 
winning seasons for the first time in more than 25 years 
as well as its first post-season triumph (Sun Bowl) in 46 
seasons... The school’s first quarterback ever to record 
back-to-back 1,000-yard seasons passing completed 
collegiate career accumulating 4,543 yards total offense 
as well as 4,297 yards and 39 touchdowns passing... The 
1964 first-team All-American endured a nine-year NFL 
career with Minnesota and Atlanta after being drafted 
in the 11th round by Philadelphia, throwing for 9,197 yards and 64 touch- 
downs ...Inducted into the state of Oregon Sports Hall of Fame in 1987, was 
a member of the university's Athletic Hall of Fame inaugural class of 1992. 


Mario Clark (1972-75) — Oregon's first true freshman 
defensive back ever to make his collegiate debut in the 
starting lineup also became the Pac-8’s first freshman 
to earn conference defensive player of the week ac- 
colades...Accumulated 13 interceptions for 64 yards 
during a collegiate career highlighted by earning first- 
team all-conference honors (1975) as well as Senior Bowl 
defensive player-of-the-game acclaim... The 18th player 
chosen in the 1976 NFL draft started eight seasons in 
Buffalo, earning a spot on the league’s all-rookie team before completing 
pro career with a Super Bowl championship in San Francisco in 1985...NFL 
tenure punctuated by totalling 26 interceptions. 


Dennis Dixon (2004-07) — Oregon's dual-threat 
quarterback put together one of the best senior seasons 
in school history...Arguably the top performer among 
all college signal callers in 2007 before a knee injury 
prematurely curtailed his Heisman Trophy campaign 
and ultimately ended the Ducks’ BCS title game hopes... 
Guided Oregon to an 8-1 record and a No. 2 seed in the 
BCS standings... The Pacific-10 Conference’s unanimous 
Offensive Player of the Year and honorable mention All- 
American finished ninth on the school’s single-season total offense chart 
(2,719 yards) despite playing in only 10 games...Completing his requirements 
for his major in sociology in less than four years, his accolades combining 
his academic (3.33 gpa) and athletic talents were unprecedented in the 
football program’s history...Finishing fourth in the balloting for Associated 
Press Player-of-the-Year, he was one of three finalists for the Maxwell Award 
(College Player of the Year) and the Davey O’Brien National Quarterback 
Award as well as one of five finalists for the Walter Camp Player-of-the-Year 
award...His academic achievements were even more impressive as the ESPN 
the Magazine Academic All-District quarterback was one of five student- 
athletes in school history (and Oregon’s first football player ever) to be 
bestowed with the NCAA Top VIII Award...Completed his collegiate career as 
the single-season and all-time school record-holder in passing completion 
percentage (67.7% and 63.9%, respectively)...Also established the school’s 
standard for most career rushing yards (1,208) by an Oregon quarterback, 
while his 583 yards on the ground in 2007 finished second only to Reggie 
Ogburn's 644 yards from 1979 among the school’s signal callers...Concluded 
his career sixth on Oregon's all-time list for total offense (6,339 yards) and 
eighth in passing yards (5,129)...A major league baseball prospect in the 
Atlanta Braves organization, he was drafted in the fifth round of the 2008 NFL 
Draft by the Pittsburgh Steelers and won a Super Bowl ring as a rookie...In 
his lone 2009 appearance, completed 12 of 26 passes for 145 yards and one 
TD (adding a second rushing TD) in his pro debut as a starter at Baltimore.. 


Tom Drougas (1969-71) — Earned first-team All- 
America honors his senior year while blocking for the 
likes of Dan Fouts and Bobby Moore (Ahmad Rashad), 
helping pave the way for Pac-8’s individual rushing 
leader...Also named to conference's all-academic team 
... The five-year NFL veteran made professional stops in 
Baltimore, Denver, Kansas City and Miami after being the 
22nd player chosen in the 1972 NFL draft.

Dan Fouts (1970-72) — Oregon's 1972 MVP, became 
school’s first quarterback to eclipse the 2,000 single- 
season passing yards barrier...Set no fewer than 19 
school records, including total offense (5,871), passing 
yards (5,995) and touchdown passes (37)...Drafted in 
the third round by San Diego in 1973, enjoyed a stellar 
14-year professional career, passing for 43,040 yards 
and 254 touchdowns...Established NFL records for most 
300-yard games (51) and 3,000-yard seasons (6)...One 
of only three pro quarterbacks to throw for more than 40,000 yards during 
a career, set eight NFL records and 42 team marks before retiring in 1987... 
The 1982 NFL MVP played in six Pro Bowls before being inducted into NFL 
Hall of Fame in July 1993...Named to state of Oregon’s Sports Hall of Fame 
as well as university's Athletic Hall of Fame. 


Football 


Russ Francis (1973) — Regarded as one of NFL's most 
prolific tight ends of his time despite lettering in football 
at Oregon only one season...Suffering a broken leg during 
Oregon's 1972 season, returned following year to catch 31 
passes for 495 yards and four TDs... The 1973 all-league 
honoree was selected 16th in the 1975 NFL draft by New 
England...Retired in 1989 following a 14-year career with 
the Patriots and San Francisco... The four-time Pro Bowl 
selection compiled 5,262 yards, 393 catches and 40 
touchdowns in his career and was a member of the 49ers’ 1985 Super Bowl 
champions. 


Vince Goldsmith (1977-80) — The defensive tackle’s 
5-foot-11, 230-pound stature didn’t serve as an obstacle 
— it only proved to make his feats that more amazing... 
The two-time first-team all-conference choice not only 
looms as school’s only defensive lineman ever to receive 
the Morris Trophy as league's top lineman (1980), he was 
included as part of Oregon's all-time team in 1995 by the 
Register-Guard...The 1980 Associated Press second-team 
All-American completed his career recording 281 tackles, 
including 34 tackles for loss...Posted 13 tackles in his collegiate debut as 
a true freshman starter...Parlayed best statistical season as a sophomore, 
accumulating 87 tackles (62 unassisted) and 14 tackles for losses...The 
Tacoma, Wash., prep standout excelled as a two-sport phenom in the high 
school and collegiate ranks, emerging from the nation’s No. 1-ranked high 
school shot putter to a NCAA championships qualifier who remains sixth 
on Ducks’ all-time list (63-10 1/4)...Following his collegiate career, enjoyed 
10-year tenure in the Canadian Football League with Saskatchewan, Calgary, 
Tornoto and Hamilton, earning league’s most outstanding rookie award in 
1981...Inducted into Oregon Hall of Fame in 2002. 


Joey Harrington (1998-01) — Graduated as one of 
most prolific athletes in school history, becoming Ducks’ 
first Heisman Trophy finalist (4th) ever...Completed col- 
legiate career third on school ledger in passing (6,911 
yards), total offense (7,121 yards) and TD passes (59), yet 
biggest legacy is that as a winner..."Captain Comeback” 
accumulated 11-2 record in games Oregon trailed or tied 
in the fourth quarter... The two-year starter’s 25-3 (.893) 
verdict as a starter also remains unmatched in school 
history... The second-team All-American on the field and first-team Verizon 
Academic All-America pick in the classroom, became Pac-10's first quarterback 
ever to lead his team to three bowl victories (1999 Sun, 2000 Holiday and 
2002 Fiesta) as he willed Oregon to its highest national ranking in history 
(2nd AP and USA Today/ESPN)...Final collegiate stats for the 2001 Pac-10 
offensive player of the year emphasized efficiency as he completed 512 of 
928 attempts (.552) while throwing only 23 interceptions compared to 59 
touchdowns...Not only accounted for more touchdowns running, passing 
and receiving (78) than any other Oregon player, scored more points (108) 
than any other quarterback in school history...The third overall player cho- 
sen in the 2002 NFL draft became Detroit's first rookie quarterback to throw 
for over 300 yards in one game (309 against Minnesota)...Spent 2006 with 
Miami, tossing 12 TDs in 11 games...Signed as a free agent with Atlanta in 
2007, starting 10 games and recording his highest completion percentage 
as a pro (215 of 348, 61.8 percent)... Finished his career with New Orleans, 
having completed 1,424 of 2,538 passes (56.1%) for 14,693 yards and 79 
touchdowns while making 76 NFL starts among his 81 appearances.. 


C.A.“Shy” Huntington (1914-16) — Better known as 
Shy, the Ducks’ 1917 Rose Bowl hero stymied Pennsylvania 
with four interceptions, a 15-yard touchdown pass and 
ran for another score...Earned first-team All-America 
and all-Pacific Coast Conference acclaim his final year 
before becoming the first individual to both play and 
coach the same school in the Rose Bowl...Guided his 
alma mater to a one-point setback in the 1920 classic 
while accumulating a 26-12-6 ledger in six seasons at the 
Oregon helm...A member of the Register-Guard’s all-time Oregon team, was 
inducted into the Rose Bowl Hall of Fame in 1992, followed by the Duck’s 
Athletic Hall of Fame the following year.

Hollis Huntington (1916, 1918-19) — One of the few 
standouts to play in three Rose Bowls, pacing Oregon’s 
running attack during his three-year stint...Also teamed 
with his brother in the defensive secondary in the 1917 
post-season classic before playing for him in the 1920 
contest...Ran 122 yards for the Ducks in a losing cause 
to Harvard after rushing for over 100 yards and earning 
player-of-the-game honors while leading the Mare Island 
Marines to victory in the 1918 contest...Was enshrined 
into the Rose Bowl Hall of Fame in 1992 prior to earning an invitation into 
the Ducks’ Athletic Hall of Fame in 1994. 


John Kitzmiller (1927-30) — Deemed the “Flying 
Dutchman’ for his spectacular tackles despite weighing 
only 165 pounds, the two-time all-Pacific Coast Confer- 
ence offensive and defensive back earned second-team 
All-America honors his final year...Scoring 14 touch- 
downs throughout his collegiate career, also doubled 
as team’s kicker, converting 13 PATs...Assisted Ducks to 
a 23-7 record while he was in the lineup, with Oregon 
losing both contests that he missed with a broken leg... 
Spending one season in the NFL with the New York 
Giants in 1931 before returning for a four-year stint as an assistant coach 
at his alma mater, he was named to the National Football Foundation and 
College Football Hall of Fame in 1969. 


Jake Leicht (1945-47) — The two-time all-Pacific 
Coast Conference choice led the league in scoring (56) 
and rushing (630) his final year while running for 1,253 
yards in three seasons...Earned All-America accolades in 
1945 and picked up the Hoffman Award the same year 
as the Ducks’ most outstanding player...In addition to 
pacing the West Coast in rushing in 1947, Oregon’s former 
single-season and career interceptions and punt returns 
record-holder led the country in interceptions (10) in 
1945...Chosen in the eighth round of the NFL draft by Washington in 1946. 


Alphonse “Tuffy” Leeman (1932) — Playing at Oregon only one year, 
achieved greatest fame as post-collegian after transferring to George Wash- 
ington...Still considered among finest athletes to come out of Wisconsin 
(Superior), was a second round pick by the New York Giants in the inaugural 
1936 NFL draft...The MVP of the ‘36 College Football All-Star game led the 
NFLin rushing as a rookie with 830 yards on 206 carries...Inducted into the 
NFL Hall of Fame in 1978 after named all-NFL in 1936 and ‘39, accumulated 
3,142 yards rushing, 2,324 passing (16 TDs) and 442 receiving yards dur- 
ing eight-year NFL career...One of 11 New York Giants to have jersey (#4) 
retired...Died Jan. 19, 1979. 
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Derek Loville (1986-89) — Oregon's career rushing 
(3,296) and scoring (272) leader became school’s first player 
to pace Ducks’ rushing attack four straight seasons, assist- 
ing program to first post-season bid in 26 years...Also holds 
school records for career touchdowns (45) and all-purpose 
yardage (5,223)...One of only four players in school history 
to run for more than 1,200 yards in a single season, gener- 
ated 100 yards or more on the ground 11 times...The 10- 
year NFL veteran accumulated 1,674 yards rushing and 16 
touchdowns after breaking in with Seattle as a free agent in 1990, with stops 
also in San Francisco, Denver and St. Louis...Enjoyed best professional season in 
1995, running for 723 yards and tying team record with 10 TDs for 49ers...Also 
tied for fifth in NFL history for most one-season catches by a back (87). 


John McKay (1948-49) — Overshadowed by his coach- 
ing prowess, spending nine seasons as an Oregon aide 
(1950-58) and 16 years as USC head coach (1960-75), still 
owns Oregon career per-carry record (6.1 avg.)...The Pur- 
due transfer led Ducks in scoring (48 points) for the Pacific 
Coast Conference co-champions his first year...|Initiated 
illustrious coaching career immediately following play- 
ing days, tutoring alma mater’s career rushing leader... 
Migrated as Trojans’ assistant (1959) before beginning 
head coaching run that culminated in four national championships and national 
coaching accolades (1972)...Coached Tampa Bay in the NFL for nine seasons 
(1976-84), earning NFL coaching honors his first year...Inducted into National 
Football Foundation and College Hall of Fame (1987), West Virginia's sports Hall 
of Fame (1992) and three-time Oregon honoree (1993, ‘94 and’95). 


Chris Miller (1983-86) — The Pac-10's first quarterback 
to receive consecutive first-team all-league honors in 16 
years set no fewer than 13 Oregon records...Threw for 42 
touchdowns and 6,841 yards as a collegian while connect- 
ing on 60.7 percent of his passes...Selected 13th overall by 
Atlanta in the 1987 NFL draft, led the Falcons to the play- 
offs in 1991 and was a Pro Bowl selection after throwing 
Lif for 3,103 yards and 26 touchdowns during the regular sea- 

son...Completed 10-year professional career with Denver 
in 1999 following a three-year hiatus, accumulating 19,320 yards and 123 touch- 
downs with Atlanta, the Los Angeles/St. Louis Rams and the Broncos. 
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Alex Molden (1992-95) — Few players have made 
the impact as the four-year honoree who broke into the 
starting lineup in his first game as a redshirt freshman... 
Accumulated 206 career tackles and 11 interceptions 
while opening 44 outings...The two-time first-team all- 
conference choice culminated collegiate career earning 
first-team All-America honors, and was central component 
for defenses which fueled school’s Rose and Cotton Bowl 
berths...A nine-year NFL veteran, he ended his career with 
totals of 263 solo tackles, 39 assists, 12 interceptions and seven forced fumbles 
for New Orleans (1996-2000), San Diego (2001-02) and Detroit (2003) after being 
selected as the 11th pick by the Saints in the 1996 drafts...Was inducted into the 
Oregon Hall of Fame in 2008. 


Bill Musgrave (1987-90) — Recognized as the central 
figure responsible for initiating the most prosperous era in 
Oregon history...School's career record-holder (passing and 
total offense) remains as one of six quarterbacks in league 
history to throw for 8,000 yards and 60 or more TDs...Led 
Ducks to their first bowl appearance in 26 years (1989), sur- 
passing school standards for single-season passing yardage 
(3,081) and TDs (22)...Accumulated 8,343 yards passing 
while completing 57.3 percent of his attempts, including 489 
yards passing at BYU...The first-team all-conference quarterback (1990) also was 
selected GTE Academic All-American of the Year...Drafted in the fourth round by 
Dallas before embarking on six-year NFL career with San Francisco and Denver... 
Following his playing career, served NFL coaching stints with Oakland (1997), Phil- 
adelphia (1998) and Carolina (1999-2000) before returning to the collegiate scene 
as offensive coordinator at the University of Virginia (2001-02)...Returned to the 
NFL in 2003 as offensive coordinator at Jacksonville (2003-04) before a one-year 
stint coaching quarterbacks with the Washington Redskins (2005). Has served in 
his current role as quarterbacks coach for the Atlanta Falcons since 2006. 


Bob Newland (1968-70) — Oregon's 1970 MVP com- 
pleted collegiate career as school’s most prolific receiver 
ever, accumulating 125 receptions, 1,941 yards and 13 
touchdowns...The first-team Pac-8 all-league and All- 
America choice looms as the Ducks’ last player to lead 
league in receiving (67 catches, 1,123 yards) his senior 
year...Drafted in the seventh round by New Orleans in 
1971, accumulated 124 catches for 1,877 yards and eight 
TDs in five seasons before retiring in 1975...Selected as 
university's top student-athlete in 1971, was the recipient of school’s top alumni 
award (Leo Harris Award) in 1991 before earning his way into Oregon's Athletic 
Hall of Fame in 1994. 


Haloti BV. 


Haloti Ngata (2002-05) — Completed his collegiate ca- 
reer as one of Oregon's most dominant defensive linemen 
of all time before the first-round NFL draft choice departed 
school following his junior year... The school's first consen- 
sus All-American in more than four decades was voted the 
Pac-10's co-defensive player-of-the-year as well as the re- 
cipient of the Morris Trophy as it’s top defensive lineman in 
2005...Also one of three Outland Trophy finalists (nation’s 
top interior lineman) as well as among the final five for 
the Bronko Nagurski Trophy (nation’s outstanding defensive player)...Leading 
the conference's interior linemen in tackles (61) his final year, he became the 
Ducks’ first defensive lineman to be named team MVP in 18 seasons...Capped 
his tenure with 151 tackles and a school-record seven blocked kicks. Included 
was a single-game high 14 tackles (11 unassisted) vs. California (11/5/05)...The 
school’s highest defensive line draft choice ever was taken with the 12th pick by 
the Baltimore Ravens...Entered 2010 having started 61 of 62 games, accumulat- 
ing 184 tackles, 6.5 QB sacks and three interceptions...Named a 1st alternate to 
the Pro Bowl in 2008 after named to 2006 all-rookie team.. 


Ahmad Rashad (Bobby Moore) (1969-71) — Few play- 
ers will ever match the exploits of Bobby Moore, who estab- 
lished Oregon's single-game (249), season (1,211) and career 
(2,306) rushing records, as well as season (54) and career 
(131) receptions pinnacles...Established no fewer than 14 
school records and was the only player to lead the Pac-8/ 
Pac-10 Conference in scoring (1969-70) from two different 
positions (RB, WR)...The 1971 first-team all-conference and 
All-America choice was the fourth pick in the 1972 NFL draft 
by St. Louis, where he was selected to the NFC all-Rookie team...His ten-year NFL 
career culminated with a six-year stint in Minnesota and one Super Bowl appear- 
ance (1977)...The four-time Pro Bowl honoree accumulated 495 receptions for 
6,831 yards and 44 touchdowns...Now an Emmy award-winning sportscaster, he 
became the seventh UO alum elected to the College Football Hall of Fame in 2007. 


Football 
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Nick Reed (2004-08) — Expanded on the All-America 
pace he established for himself as a junior, positioning him- 
self to be considered among the top defensive linemen in 
school history -- both on and off the field ... Became only 
second football player at Oregon to ever earn first-team 
All-America honors on the field (Walter Camp Foundation) 
and in the classroom (ESPN the Magazine), joining Steve 
iN) Barnett (1962) .. . The two-time first-team Academic All- 

American and Draddy Award semifinalist led the country in 
fumble recoveries (5), ranked fourth (tie) nationally (1st in the Pac-10) in quarter- 
back sacks (13.0), and tied for ninth in tackles for loss (20.0) in 2008... The team’s 
ninth-leading tackler not only was awarded the Morris Trophy as the Pac-10's top 
defensive lineman, he was voted by his teammates as the Ducks’ Most Outstand- 
ing Player... Posting quarterback sacks in nine of his last 12 appearances, the 
two-time first-team all-conference pick equaled the school’s single-game record 
for quarterback sacks and surpassed the career pinnacle (29.5) ... His 20.0 TFLs 
tied for the fourth most in a single season (3.0 shy of the school record) and he 
finished his career second on the all-time list with 51.5 (1.5 short of the career 
leader) . .. One of eight semifinalists for the Lott Trophy (nation’s defensive im- 
pact player of the year) and one of six finalists for the Ted Hendricks Award (col- 
lege football’s top defensive end) before drafted in the seventh round of the NFL 
Draft by Seattle... Posted 17 tackles in 16 appearances in 2009. 
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Nick Reed (2005808 


Mel Renfro (1961-63) — One of school's top two-sport 
All-Americans, accumulating 1,540 yards rushing and 141 
points during his football career while finishing second in 
the 1962 NCAA 120-yard high hurdles running for legend- 
ary UO coach Bill Bowerman...The former Jefferson High 
School (Portland) great departed Oregon owning a mini- 
mum of four gridiron records and two on the track...En- 
joyed 14 illustrious seasons with Dallas after chosen in sec- 
ond round of the 1964 NFL draft, retiring in 1977...Made 
Pro Bowl appearances in each of first 10 seasons, was selected All-Pro five times 
and played in four Super Bowls... The Cowboys’ all-time leader in kickoff returns 
(26.4 avg.) and interceptions (52) is enshrined in the following Hall of Fames: 
Texas Stadium (1981), State of Oregon (1983), College Football (1986), University 
of Oregon (1992), Portland Interscholastic League (1995) and NFL (1996). 
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George Shaw (1951-54) — The two-sport All-American 
(football and baseball) not only set Oregon's single-season 
passing record (1,358 yards) and the Pacific Coast Con- 
ference total offense record (1,536) in 1954, the two-way 
player led the country in interceptions (13) his first year and 
total offense his last...Still owns school's single season and 
career interceptions (18) pinnacle...Passed for 3,088 yards 
and 17 touchdowns in addition to rushing for 420 yards 
and nine scores in his career...Was the No. 1 pick in the 
1955 NFL draft by Baltimore, accumulating 5,829 yards passing and 41 touch- 
downs in seven season with the Colts, New York Giants, Minnesota and Denver... 
Inducted into Oregon's Athletic Hall of Fame in 1992. 


Jim Shanley (1955-57) — A three-year starter on both 
sides of the football, led the Ducks in scoring, rushing and 
receiving various seasons throughout collegiate tenure... 
Ranked 10th in the country in rushing as a sophomore 
(711)...Completed career as Oregon's all-time rushing 
leader (1,887) in addition to compiling 3,188 all-purpose 
running yards and 144 points... The all-Pacific Coast Confer- 
ence choice earned Oregon's most valuable player honors 
for ‘58 Rose Bowl contingent...Playing in the NFL for one 
season with Green Bay, was inducted into Oregon Athletic Hall of Fame in 1994. 


Akili Smith (1997-98) — School's one-season pass- 
ing leader (3,763 yards and 32 TDs) culminated his brief 
Oregon tenure earning Pac-10 offensive player-of-the- 
year plaudits as a senior...Ranks third in league history 
for touchdown tosses in one season and surpassed the 
400-yard passing pinnacle more than any other player (3) 
in school annals...Racked up 5,148 yards passing, 5,515 
yards of total offense and 45 touchdowns in two seasons 
before rocketing to the third pick in the 1999 NFL draft 
by Cincinnati...Exited the college ranks by throwing for 
456 yards in a Aloha Bowl setback to Colorado...Completed 215 of 461 passes 
for 2,212 yards and five TDs in four seasons (22 appearances/17 starts) with the 
Bengals. Went to camp with Green Bay in 2003 and Tampa Bay in 2005 before 
playing five games with the CFL's Calgary Stampeders in 2007. 


Jim “Yazoo” Smith (1965-67) — A first-team All-Ameri- 
can his senior season of 1967, the native of Yazoo City, Miss. 
was one of the greatest defensive backs in Oregon histo- 
ry...A two-time Pacific-8 all-conference pick, he led Oregon 
with three interceptions as a senior...Allowed opposition 
only 22 catches as a junior...Also an outstanding kick re- 
turner, which aided in his selection as team’s most valu- 
able player his final season...Holds the record for longest 
fumble recovery of 99 yards versus Oregon State in 1966... 
Was the 12th collegian picked in the first round of the 1968 NFL draft...He was 
a starter for the Washington Redskins until a broken neck ended his brilliant ca- 
reer...Prior to NFL play, he appeared in three all-star games, being selected for 
the East-West Shrine game, the Hula Bowl, and the Coaches All-America game... 
Was awarded the university's Emerald Athletic Trophy and was voted to the Eu- 
gene Register-Guard's alltime UO football squad. 
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Jonathan Stewart (2005-07) — Few players in school 
history have ever combined the speed and power as the 
2007 first-team All-American (American Football Coaches 
Association)...The single-season rushing (1,722) and all- 
purpose yards (2,481) school record-holder was a unani- 
mous first-team Pac-10 all-conference selection as a junior, 
his final year in Eugene before opting to enter the NFL 
0 Draft... The Maxwell Award (College Player of the Year) and 

Doak Walker Award (nation’s premier running back) semifi- 
nalist ended his collegiate playing days with a career-best and Sun Bowl record 
253 rushing yards (2nd in school history)...His bowl performance was barely his 
best effort of the season, coming after 251 rushing yards (3rd in school history) 
at Washington and 310 all-purpose yards (Oregon's 8th all-time) at Stanford... 
Joined Reuben Droughns as the only players in school history to run for more 
than 200 yards twice in the same season...Produced an 88-yard touchdown run 
in 2007 vs. Fresno State, the second-longest run from scrimmage by a Duck... 
His 97-yard kickoff return in 2005 vs. Oregon State ranks as the fourth-longest in 
school annals...Ran for more than 100 yards a school-best 14 times during his 
career, as Oregon compiled an 11-3 record in those contests...Completed his Or- 
egon career as the second-leading rusher in school history with 2,891 yards and 
third all-time with 4,889 all-purpose yards...Finished second in school history 
with a 28.69 career kickoff return average...Selected as the 13th overall pick in 
the 2008 NFL Draft by Carolina, has accumulated 1,939 yards and 20 TDs rushing 
... Ran for 1,133 yards and 10 scores in 2009, including a franchise record 206 
yards vs. the NY Giants, while earning three starts. 
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Norm Van Brocklin (1947-48) — Originating Oregon's 
quarterback legacy, tabbed the school’s all-time QB by the 
Register-Guard... Twice paced the Pacific Coast Conference 
in passing (1,010 yards in 1948) and punting once (40.1 
avg., 1947), ending with 1,949 yards passing...”The Dutch- 
man” led Ducks to their first bowl game in 29 years and 16 
wins in 21 games, throwing for 145 yards in the 1949 Cot- 
ton Bowl...The 1948 All-American was picked in the fourth 
round of the 1949 NFL draft by Los Angeles, accumulating 
23,611 yards, 173 touchdowns and a 42.9-yard punting average in 12 seasons... 
The league's three-time passing champion and two-time punting leader led the 
Rams (1949-57) and Philadelphia (1958-60) to league titles, claiming MVP honors 
his final year...Proceeded to coach 13 more season with Minnesota (1961-67) 
and Atlanta (1969-74)...Inducted into the National Football Foundation and Col- 
lege Hall of Fame, Pro Football Hall of Fame and the university's Athletic Hall of 
Fame. 


Max Unger (2004-08) — It came as no surprise that 
the two-time first-team all-conference standout continued 
to get better with age, drawing All-America acclaim from 
Pro Football Weekly, SI.com and Rivals.com during his final 
year in Eugene...Tied for second in the country with 51 
consecutive starting assignments, he displayed his versatil- 
4 ity by opening two games at his former left tackle outpost 

while returning to his familiar center position for the other 
y _ 11 outings...Captained a line that helped the ‘08 Ducks set 
school standards for rushing yards (3,641) and rushing touchdowns (47)...The 
Pac-10's academic all-conference honorable mention selection was named the 
Ducks’ top offensive lineman (Ed Moshofsky Award) for the third year in a row... 
Grabbed national attention heading into his final collegiate season as he was 
included on watch lists for the Rimington (nation’s best center) and Outland tro- 
phies (top interior lineman in the country), as well as the Rotary Lombardi Award 
(bowl subdivision’s top lineman)...Was drafted in the second round of the 2009 
NFL Draft by Seattle, starting all 16 games (guard/center) his rookie year. 


Kenny Wheaton (1994-96) — Few players have been 
more revered for one play but few Oregon cornerbacks 
were any better...Returned 97-yard interception for a 
touchdown against Washington as a redshirt freshman 
(1994) to secure the win that catapulted Ducks to their first 
Rose Bowl berth in 37 years...The two-time second-team 
All-American and ‘96 team MVP led the Pac-10 in intercep- 
tions as a sophomore (7) before leading team in tackles (73) 
his junior year... Drawing all-conference acclaim each of his 
three seasons, the 1996 first-team all-league standout ended his collegiate ca- 
reer with 205 tackles (135 unassisted) and 16 interceptions before becoming first 
player in program's history to opt for the NFL draft early... The 1997 third-round 
pick of the Dallas Cowboys played in 22 games over three seasons (one start, 44 
tackles, one interception, two recovered fumbles) before injuries intervened... 
Played with Detroit of the Arena Football League in 2002 before signing with 
Toronto in the Canadian Football League in 2003...Was a mainstay with the Ar- 
gonauts until his retirement in 2009, leading them to the Grey Cup (CFL Champi- 
onship) in 2004...Set the CFL postseason record for longest interception return 
for a touchdown (116 yards) in 2004. 


Dave Wilcox (1962-63) — The Boise Junior College 
transfer made his mark on the collegiate level as an interior 
lineman despite catching four passes for 57 yards as an end 
his junior year...Earned third-team All-Coast honors as a 
senior while named the Ducks’ most improved player, yet 
gained his greatest share of notoriety at the next level... 
Played a key role in Oregon's Sun Bowl victory in 1963 and 
was named most valuable lineman in the 1964 Hula Bowl... 
Drafted in the third round of the NFL draft by San Francisco, 
accumulated 13 interceptions during an illustrious 11-year professional career in 
which he played in seven Pro Bowls and was selected all-NFL on five occasions... 
Earning his way into the University of Oregon Hall of Fame in 1993, he was in- 
ducted into the NFL Hall of Fame on July 29, 2000. 


Gary Zimmerman (1980-83) — The premier offen- 
sive lineman in Oregon history as well as one of the NFL's 
all-time greats completed his collegiate career by being 
named the Pac-10’s top offensive lineman his senior year... 
The first-team all-conference and All-Coast choice also 
earned the rare distinction of receiving league player-of- 
the-week accolades following a 1983 win over California... 
The 12-year NFL veteran and seven-time Pro Bowl selection 
was named to the all-NFL first team on five occasions after 
breaking into the professional ranks with a two-year stint in the USFL...The 1997 
NFL offensive lineman of the year accumulated a string of 169 consecutive start- 
ing assignments before retiring from the Broncos with a Super Bowl win follow- 
ing the 1998 season. The 1993 inductee into Oregon's Hall of Fame was formally 
aedded into the NFL Hall of Fame in 2008.

SAN DIEGO (AP) -- Jeremiah Masoli and Or- 
egon were a perfect fit for the high-scoring 
Holiday Bowl. 

Masoli ran through and over Okla- 
homa State's defense for three touchdowns 
and threw for another to lead the No. 17 
Ducks to a 42-31 win over the No. 13 Cowboys in a wild, record-setting Holiday 
Bowl on Tuesday night. 

Masoli, a junior college transfer, quickly moved up from No. 3 on the depth 
chart this season due to injuries. He was recruited because coach Mike Bellotti 
thought he'd be a great passer, then proved to be quite the runner. 

“He's a tough son of a gun,’ Bellotti said. “He’s faster than most people think 
and he’s stronger and more difficult to take down. And he ran over and around 
and through people today.’ 

Masoli scored on option keepers of 1, 41 and 17 yards in the third quarter, 
then threw a 20-yard scoring pass to Jaison Williams in the fourth quarter. Masoli 
ran over OSU free safety Quinton Moore on his 41-yard jaunt. 

There were big runs, big passes and big hits in a game showcasing two of the 
nation’s most prolific offenses, both of which feature the spread option led by 
running QBs. Oregon gained 565 yards and OSU had 469. 

Oregon finished 10-3, the fourth time it’s had double-digit wins in Bellotti’s 14 
seasons as coach. Oklahoma State finished 9-4 under Mike Gundy, the winning 
quarterback for Oklahoma State in the 1988 Holiday Bowl. 

The Holiday Bowl has a history of wild finishes, and this one had five lead 
changes in the second half. 

Oregon's LeGarrette Blount put an exclamation point on the victory with a 
29-yard touchdown run during which he hurdled Moore and stiff-armed corner- 
back Perrish Cox with 3 minutes to play. 

With the Ducks trailing 17-7, Walter Thurmond returned the second-half kick- 
off 91 yards to the 3. Masoli scored his first TD two plays later. 

“It gave us a lot of juice and momentum,’ Masoli said. “We made our adjust- 
ments and came back on fire.’ 

Masoli said the Ducks adjusted to the Cowboys’ coverage, changed their 
blocking assignments “and that’s what opened it up.” 

Masoli gained 106 yards on 16 carries. He completed 18 of 32 passes for 258 
yards. Oregon's Jeremiah Johnson ran 12 times for 119 yards, including a 76-yard 
TD that eclipsed one of Barry Sanders’ Holiday Bowl records. 

Blount's 74 yards on seven carries gave him 1,002 yards for the season. He and 
Johnson became the second duo in school history to each have 1,000 or more 
yards. Johnson finished with 1,201 yards. 

“They were much more physical than us in the second half)’ Gundy said. “We 
were not able to overcome that.” 

Oregon and Oklahoma State each erased records from that Holiday Bowl 20 
years ago, when Sanders, the Heisman Trophy winner, ran for 222 yards and five 
TDs in a 62-14 romp over Wyoming. 

Johnson's 76-yard touchdown run in the first quarter eclipsed Sanders’ 67- 
yard TD in 1988 as the longest run from scrimmage in the Holiday Bowl. Johnson 
took an inside handoff and seemed bottled up, but worked his way to the left 
sideline, where he picked up three blocks on his way to the end zone. 

Oklahoma State wide receiver Dez Bryant set Holiday Bowl records with 13 
catches for 167 yards, among them a 33-yard TD that gave the Cowboys a 10-0 
lead in the first quarter. The 13 catches were a career high for Bryant, who twice 
was forced out of the game with a knee injury. 

The old Holiday Bowl records were 11 catches by BYU's David Mills in 1984 and 
Texas’ Roy Williams in 2001, and 163 yards by Oklahoma State's Hart Lee Dykes in 
1988. 

“We lose some when Dez is not in there,’ Gundy said. “But we have some 
players who we expect to step up and make plays. ... We just weren't effective 
enough running the ball in the second half. They were more physical than us.” 

Bryant said the outcome “probably would have been different” if he hadn't 
been injured. 

Oklahoma State quarterback Zac Robinson took a few big hits yet threw for 


329 yards, completing 27 of 50 passes, and ran 16 times for 54 yards and a score. 

Oregon trailed 17-7 at halftime but came back on Masoli’s first two scoring 
runs to go ahead 21-17 by midway through the third quarter. 

Oklahoma State’s Kendall Hunter answered with his second TD of the game, 
from 4 yards, before Masoli scored again. The Cowboys took their last lead, 31- 
28, when Robinson scored ona 1-yard run early in the fourth quarter. Masoli’s TD 
pass to Williams gave the Ducks the lead for good, 35-31. 

The Ducks dedicated the win to Todd Doxey, a redshirt freshman from San 
Diego who drowned last summer in Oregon’s McKenzie River. 

“We talked about being here to start the season with a funeral and being here 
at the end to honor his memory the best way we could, which was to play well 
and win the football game,’ Bellotti said. “I think Todd is with us here today.’

Roper started the scoring avalanche with a 14-yard TD strike to Jaison Wil- 
liams and added a 15-yard scoring pass to Ed Dickson. 

On the next play from scrimmage, Walter Thurmond stepped in front of a pass 
by South Florida’s Matt Grothe and returned it 25 yards for another TD, giving the 
Ducks a 39-14 lead midway through the third. 

But these hard-hitting Quackers weren't finished. Grothe had another inter- 
ception on the ensuing possession, the first of two for Oregon's Jairus Byrd, set- 
ting up Roper’s 8-yard TD pass to Stewart. 

On that drive, Stewart got free on a 16-yard gain, breaking the previous Sun 
Bowl record of 197 yards rushing set in 1977 by LSU's Charles Alexander in a 24- 
14 loss to Stanford. 

Just like that, Oregon's 18-14 halftime lead had swelled to 46-14. 

For good measure, Matt Evensen added a 30-yard field goal early in the fourth 
quarter and defensive end Michael DiVincenzo returned an interception for a 
touchdown with 3:23 remaining. 

Roper opened the season fifth on the depth chart and ran the scout team 
until a series of quarterback injuries - none more devastating than the loss of 
Dixon, a Heisman Trophy hopeful - reshaped the Oregon roster. 

Coach Mike Bellotti gave Roper the start over Cody Kempt, another redshirt 
freshman. Roper responded by tying a Sun Bowl record with four TD passes and 
finished 17-of-30 for 180 yards passing with no interceptions. 

Stewart was just as impressive. He broke a 71-yard TD run late in the second 
quarter, greeted by an enormous hole off left tackle as he raced untouched to 
the end zone to give the Ducks an 18-11 lead. 

Stewart kept the momentum going after the break. His 41-yard run on Or- 
egon’s first drive of the second half set up Roper’s second TD pass for a 25-14 
lead, and he logged the ninth-best rushing effort in a bowl game. 

There was no sign of the turf toe injury that slowed Stewart earlier this season, 
when Oregon dropped from the national title chase. 

South Florida, which reached No. 2 in the country in just its 11th season play- 
ing football, missed a chance to win 10 games for the first time.

John Beck passed for 375 yards and two 
touchdowns and Curtis Brown ran for 120 
yards and two TDs, leading No. 19 BYU to 
its tenth straight win to end the year. Jonny 
Harline, voted MVP after the game, caught 
nine passes for 181 yards and Justin Rob- 
inson intercepted two passes for BYU (11-2), which shut out the Ducks (7-6) 
through three quarters. 

Oregon lost its fourth in a row and was never close after BYU scored 17 points 
in the second quarter. The Ducks had just 120 yards of offense through three 
quarters and didn't score until Brian Paysinger caught a 47-yard pass from Den- 
nis Dixon with 10:27 left in the game. The Ducks added a two-point conversion, 
but that still only cut the lead to 31-8. 

BYU recovered the ensuing onside kick and scored 1:13 later ona 17-yard pass 
from Beck to Manase Tonga. Beck also ran for a 13-yard score that put BYU ahead 
31-0 early in the fourth quarter. 

The Ducks allowed two sacks on their first series and Brady Leaf and Dixon 
combined to throw for 166 yards. Both threw an interception and Oregon fin- 
ished with 260 yards of offense and lost its fourth straight bowl game. 

The teams played in front of the largest crowd in stadium history, breaking 
the previous high of 42,075 fans for UNLV's game against Wisconsin in 2002. 

Beck opened the game slowly, but had four passes in the hands of his receiv- 
ers that were dropped. Beck started focusing more on Harline and it paid off with 
a field goal and two touchdowns in the second quarter. 

They connected on a 41-yard pass in the second quarter that put BYU ahead 
17-0, then Brown scored on a 4-yard run just before halftime and BYU led 24-0. 

After getting stuck at their own 2 on a punt, Beck completed a 17-yard pass 
to Harline on first down to get the Cougars out of trouble quickly. BYU drove 
for Jared McLaughlin's 24-yard field goal that put the Cougars up 3-0, then BYU 
drove 71 yards on its next possession for another score.

An Oklahoma interception deep in its 
own territory with just over 30 seconds left 
to play put an end to an Oregon comeback 
and preserved the Sooners’ Holiday Bowl 
win. Sophomore quarterback Brady Leaf 
came off the bench midway through the 
fourth quarter to rally the Ducks from a 17-7 deficit, completing a 3-yard touch- 
down pass to tight end Tim Day with 3:30 remaining in the game to pull Oregon 
within striking distance. 

Trailing by only three points, the Ducks’ defense held the Big 12 Conference 
South Division runners-up to three plays and a punt while taking over control of 
the football on its own 22-yard line with 3:04 left on the clock. Completions of six 
and 37 yards to running back Terrence Whitehead and a 19-yard pass to fresh- 
man running back Jeremiah Johnson positioned Oregon with a chance for its 
first win over the Sooners in six tries. But rather than play for a game-tying field 
goal, Leaf’s pass to Demetrius Williams inside the Oklahoma 10-yard line couldn't 
elude linebacker Clint Ingram’s leap as Oregon fell short in the post-season for 
the third straight time. 

After struggling in two first-half drives and a third to start the second half, 
Leaf rebounded to complete 11 of 18 passes for 118 yards in the final 7:13 of 
the game. In addition, the Oregon defense, led by senior linebacker Anthony 
Trucks, held the Sooners to only 42 yards of total offense in the final quarter. 
Trucks completed his career with a game-high 14 tackles, along with one fumble 
recovery as well as a forced fumble, to be awarded the bowl's defensive player 
of the game. 

But it was a sluggish third quarter that put the Ducks in a bind as Oklahoma 
controlled the football for just over 10 minutes of the period and capped two of 
its four drives with touchdowns. 

Oregon opened the game strong as starting quarterback Dennis Dixon ac- 
counted for 72 of its 116 total yards from the game's first two drives, yet the 
Ducks could convert the prosperity into only seven points en route to a 7-3 half- 
time advantage. Dixon completed eight of 12 passes for 89 yards in the opening 
15 minutes.

47-yard field goal by Jared Siegel with 4:16 
to play before Minnesota (10-3) drove 55 yards on its ensuing possession to set 
up Lloyd's winner. 

The Ducks used two of their timeouts in the final minute to give the offense 
and quarterback Kellen Clemens one last chance, but the sophomore starter 
was intercepted with 10 seconds remaining. Clemens ended with career highs 
in completions (32), attempts (42) and yards (363), as well as matching one Sun 
Bowl record with three touchdowns and claiming another pinnacle with a 76.2% 
completion percentage. Samie Parker ended as game MVP after the school’s 
single-game record-holder broke bowl records for catches (16), yards (200) and 
touchdown catches (two). 

Minnesota, which had ranked third nationally in rushing (293.2 avg.), domi- 
nated the ground stats with 241 yards on 55 carries. Laurence Maroney led ball- 
carriers with 15 carries for 135 yards and a TD for Minnesota, and Thomas Tapeh 
added three scores. 

The game opened with a scoreless first quarter, but the teams combined for a 
bowl-record 31 points in the second period. Clemens opened the scoring with a 
9-yard touchdown pass to Dante Rosario with less than a minute elapsed. Siegel 
hit a season-high three field goals (30, 32 and 47) to earn top special teams hon- 
ors while Siavii was honored as the game's top lineman.

Attempts to rebound from a disappoint- 
ing last half of its regular season proved 
futile as big plays and a ball-control offense 
contributed to Oregon’s first post-season 
setback in four tries. 

After jumping onto the scoreboard first 
via a Jared Siegel field goal, the Ducks were unable to secure their second first 
down of the game until staring at a 14-3 deficit in Seahawks Stadium. Despite 
completing only nine passes, Wake Forest's offense took advantage of maintain- 
ing possession of the football for 34:34 while scoring on two of four plays longer 
than 30 yards to account for a second bowl win over Oregon in 11 years. 

Redshirt freshman quarterback Kellen Clemens came off the bench to replace 
Jason Fife to open the second quarter — responding with his first touchdown 
pass as a collegian in his most extensive play to date — and helped the Ducks 
bounce back from an 18-point deficit. 

A 43-yard Keenan Howry punt return, followed by the school’s career receiv- 
ing leader's 36-yard run, led to Matt Floberg’s lone scoring run of the year to 
close the gap to 24-17 late in the third quarter. Yet the Oregon offense was un- 
able to take advantage of the momentum as it was limited to only two more first 
downs the remainder of the afternoon. 

Linebackers David Moretti and Kevin Mitchell led the defense with 17 and 15 
tackles, respectively, while George Wrighster’s five catches propelled him to the 
top of the school’s list for most single-season catches by a tight end ever (41).

Joey Harrington threw for four touch- 
downs and Steve Smith intercepted a bowl- 
record three passes as No. 2 Oregon pound- 
ed No. 3 Colorado in the 31st Fiesta Bowl. 

Heisman Trophy finalist Harrington be- 
came the first Pac-10 quarterback to lead his 
team to three bowl wins, and ended his career third at Oregon in passing yards 
(6,911) and touchdowns (59). 

After a first-quarter Buffalo touchdown, the Ducks scored 38 consecutive 
points. The game's offensive MVP led the charge with a 28-yard scoring strike 
to Keenan Howry and a season-long 79-yard TD pass to Samie Parker on sub- 
sequent drives. The latter marked Oregon's longest scoring play in bowl history 
and tied for the longest pass in Fiesta Bowl history. On the ground, Maurice 
Morris brought the crowd to its feet in the second half with a dazzling 49-yard 
touchdown scamper though a half-dozen would-be tacklers, as he rolled off the 
back of another. His 89 rushing yards at game’s end also made him the first back 
in Oregon history to run for 1,000 yards in consecutive seasons (1,049). Fresh- 
man kicker Jared Siegel also booted a career-long 47-yard field goal early in the 
fourth quarter. 

Colorado tried its luck in the air in the second half, and salvaged a couple of 
late scores to avoid the biggest defeat in Fiesta Bowl history. The Duck defense 
held the Buffalo rushers to a combined 49 yards — far below their previous 228.5 
avg. that ranked eighth nationally. Wesly Mallard and Dave Moretti led the Duck 
defenders with 13 and 11 tackles, respectively, while Smith earned the game's 
top defensive award.

The Oregon defense limited Texas to only 
88 yards total offense in the second half 
while denying the 12th-ranked Longhorns 
access to the end zone on their final three 
possessions of the game to cap the Ducks’ 
first 10-win season in school history. 

Quarterback Joey Harrington became only the third player in Holiday Bowl 
history to run, pass and be on the receiving end of a touchdown toss in the same 
game as he helped ignite Oregon's fourth-quarter comeback for the fifth time of 
the season. For his efforts, he was named offensive player of the game. 

The Pac-10 co-champions relied on big plays to grab a 14-0 advantage in the 
opening 13 minutes, but were fortunate to trail by only 21-14 after a blocked 
punt with 1:11 remaining before the half. However defensive back Ryan Mitchell 
initiated the momentum swing with his team’s second of four interceptions. 

Tailback Maurice Morris knotted the score at 21-21 with his longest scoring re- 
ception of the season while Allan Amundson came off the bench to set up a go- 
ahead score with his longest run of his career (36 yards) to provide a brief edge. 

After Texas returned the ensuing kickoff into the end zone, Oregon put to- 
gether an eight-play, 68-yard drive for the winning tally but couldn't rest easy 
until the final pass fell incomplete in the end zone. 

Cornerback Rashad Bauman halted one drive with an interception at the 
Ducks’ 16-yard line with just over a minute remaining to play to go along with 
his six tackles to earn defensive player-of-the-game honors. Outside linebacker 
Garrett Sabol led all tacklers with 12 stops.

No. 12 Minnesota grabbed a 20-17 ad- 
vantage on the first play of the final pe- 
riod with its third touchdown pass of the afternoon before the Ducks came 
from behind in the closing minutes for the fourth time this season. Har- 
rington, who remained unbeaten in his fourth career start, waited until 7:28 
remained on the clock before engineering Oregon's longest scoring drive of 
the season, capping a 12-play, 87-yard drive in 5:56 with his lone touchdown 
toss of the day. The Portland sophomore, who had previously run for a pair 
of scores, connected on four of five aerials on the decisive series, including a 
fourth-down strike for 23 yards to Tony Hartley to keep the drive alive. 

Yet it wasn’t until a Dietrich Moore quarterback sack and Saul Patu fumble 
recovery that the Ducks could breathe easier. The Ducks’ defense limited the 
nation’s 11th-ranked rushing offense to only 96 yards, while the Oregon offense 
wore down an opposition that tied for eighth in the country in scoring defense. 
Peter Sirmon led all Oregon defenders with 16 tackles while Moore and Matt 
Smith each took part in two quarterback sacks. 

Michael Fletcher picked off one of two interceptions and added a 16-yard 
punt return to set up Oregon's 37-yard field goal.

Oregon's 22-point fourth-quarter rally 
was not enough to overcome a season-high 
six turnovers and opponent's big plays as it 
dropped its second post-season bid to the 
Buffaloes in four years. 

Colorado returned the opening kickoff 93 
yards for a score to pace a 17-point first-quarter outburst in a game that estab- 
lished a Pac-10 post-season record for most total points by two teams. 

Trailing 44-14 midway through the third quarter, the Ducks converted four 
of their next five drives into touchdowns before a fourth-down pass from Aki- 
li Smith to Bobby Nero fell incomplete with only 2:19 remaining in the game. 
Smith capped a brilliant senior season by throwing for the fourth-highest single- 
game total in school history, earning the game's co-MVP honors. Tailback Derien 
Latimer, making only his fourth start of the year, tied an Aloha Bowl record by 
running for three scores as Oregon accumulated 308 yards total offense in the 
second half against a squad which ended the year ranked 13th in the country in 
total defense (296.0 avg.). 

Smith struggled to complete only eight of 21 passes in the first half before 
returning to form to pinpoint 16 of 25 aerials for 290 yards in the final 30 min- 
utes. Wide receivers Damon Griffin and Donald Haynes became the school’s first 
tandem in two years to each accumulate better than 100 yards receiving. 

The Ducks’ defense played deceivingly well, led by senior linebacker Chris 
Vandiver's 15 tackles. Colorado was limited to 130 yards of offense in the second 
half.

An explosive Oregon offense put togeth- 
er its most potent display of the year while a 
maligned defense stuffed the nation’s ninth- 
best rushing attack to pace its first post-sea- 
son triumph in eight years over 23rd-ranked 
Air Force. 

The Ducks tallied touchdowns on their first two plays from scrimmage and ate 
up less than a minute off the clock on each of their five offensive touchdowns. 
Pat Johnson accounted for his first of two scores on a bomb from Akili Smith to 
open the barrage and Saladin McCullough rambled for his longest run as a col- 
legian to help seize the early momentum. 

Meanwhile, an inspired defense which came into the game yielding over 440 
yards per game, dismantled the Falcons’ option attack and limited them to a 
season-low 211 yards total offense. The Ducks’ defenders were so dominating 
that they refused to allow the cadets to cross midfield until the second quar- 
ter and thwarted a second attempt into Oregon territory with a Jaiya Figueras 
interception. 

Adding to the team victory was a blocked punt by true freshman Garrett 
Sabol midway through the second period, resulting in a Kevin Parker recovery 
in the end zone and a 19-0 Oregon lead. The victors accumulated 313 of their 
season-high 583 yards total offense during the game's first 30 minutes against a 
contingent ranked third in the country in scoring defense (12.4 avg.) and 10th in 
total defense (289.3 avg.) 

Jason Maas came off the bench to throw for three touchdowns and scrambled 
for 28 yards that kept a drive alive before concluding with Tony Hartley’s score 28 
seconds before halftime. 

Yet it was Johnson who was named the games most valuable player after ac- 
cumulating 272 all-purpose yards. 

Peter Sirmon ended the day with 11 tackles and Michael Fletcher added nine 
as the defenders limited Air Force to only three first downs and 92 yards total 
offense in the second half.

Oregon's inability to capitalize on some 
early scoring opportunities proved costly 
and the seventh-ranked Buffaloes were able 
to break the game open with a few big plays 
of their own in the third quarter as the Ducks 
again returned home empty from their sec- 
ond straight New Year's Day bowl appearance. 

At times it appeared the Ducks almost had as much trouble navigating the 
unfavorable weather conditions as it did the Colorado defense, which held Or- 
egon to 139 yards under its total offensive average, but that couldn't account for 
the five turnovers which directly led to a trio of Colorado touchdowns. No one 
miscue had a bigger effect on the game's outcome as a 95-yard interception re- 
turn for a second-quarter score after junior quarterback Tony Graziani had driven 
the Ducks to the nine-yard line. 

Pacific-10 Conference all-purpose running leader Ricky Whittle returned the 
opening kickoff 63 yards to the Colorado 26-yard line but the Ducks were unable 
to advance beyond the eight-yard line and were forced to settle for a Joshua 
Smith field goal. Moments later, linebacker Rich Ruhl picked off a John Hessler 
pass to present Oregon with another golden opportunity but another stalled 
drive resulted in the Ducks’ 33-yard three-pointer. 

Little was it known that 12th-ranked Oregon would be able to penetrate the 
20-yard line only once more prior to the closing seconds of the contest. 

The Ducks’ defense proved to be up to the task against the nation’s 
sixth-best offense, providing the offense with field position inside the midfield 
stripe two more times after taking a 6-0 lead and kept Oregon within striking 
distance at halftime. But a 19-point explosion in the third quarter in less than 
eight minutes proved to be too much to overcome. 

Oregon's defenders were victimized by a 62-yard pass play and another 55- 
yard run to set up a pair of scores and account for almost half of Colorado's 313 
offensive yards. Sophomore Kenny Wheaton added his fifth interception of the 
year and cornerback Ronnie Gipson recovered one fumble for a unit paced by 
Troy Bailey’s and Brian Collins’ seven tackles.

Oregon wasn't satisfied with just advanc- 
ing to the Rose Bowl, not intimidated by 
facing an unbeaten opponent supposedly 
armed with the best offense in history nor 
awed by the largest crowd ever to watch the 
Ducks play football. And, when it was over, 
Oregon proved it truly belonged in Pasadena. 

The Ducks represented its league for the first time in 37 years in the post-sea- 
son game reserved for the champion and no Pacific-10 Conference sympathizer 
was embarrassed to have Oregon as its emissary. The Ducks’ offense pushed 
second-ranked Penn State around for 501 yards and its defense lived up to its 
advance billing. 

It was Oregon's resolve that was tested when All-America tailback Ki-Jana 
Carter streaked 83 yards on Penn State’s first offensive play to saddle the Ducks 
with an early 7-0 deficit. It didn’t take Oregon long to knot the score and se- 
nior quarterback Danny O’Neil’s second touchdown pass of the day brought the 
Ducks back to a 14-14 stalemate following linebacker Reggie Jordan's intercep- 
tion of Penn State quarterback Kerry Collins. 

Oregon's offense was not appreciably scuttled throughout the game. O'Neil 
contributed in some form to 13 Rose Bowl records, including individual marks 
for passes attempted and completed and yardage through the air. 

Penn State led the nation in offense with a 520-yard average, but was held 
below that figure by Gang Green, the acronym for Oregon's aggressive defense. 
The Big Ten Conference champion scored all three second-half touchdowns after 
taking possession in Oregon territory. 

O'Neil’s record day resulted in tight end Josh Wilcox catching 11 passes and 
flanker Cristin McLemore 10 more.

Oregon's third consecutive post-season 
game went down to the wire, but Wake For- 
est wound up in the winner's photo on the 
strength of a fourth-quarter stretch run in 
the first-ever meeting between the intersec- 
tional rivals. 

The Ducks appeared to be clicking on all cylinders for the game's first 35 min- 
utes, sprinting to a 29-10 advantage after Oregon's defense scored for the sec- 
ond time during the warm afternoon. The Demon Deacons had been victimized 
by five turnovers and the Ducks had taken full benefit. 

Even though Wake Forest needed less than three minutes to post a 7-0 lead, 
Oregon scored 29 of the game's next 32 points, taking the lead when cornerback 
Herman O’Berry picked the pocket of tailback Ned Moultrie and dashed 24 yards 
for the score. 

Oregon appeared to be cruising early in the second half. The Ducks realized 
no points from still another defensive gem by O’Berry, his seventh interception 
of the year, but cornerback Alex Molden duplicated it moments later and literally 
walked the eight yards to the end zone. 

However, the shift in momentum after that was dramatic. Oregon's offense 
went dry and Wake Forest cruised to scores on four straight possessions to take 
control. 

Quarterback Danny O'Neil hit 24 of 40 passes for 227 yards, but the Ducks 
managed just 112 yards rushing and not many after Sean Burwell’s 40-yard 
scamper early in the game. 

O’Berry was honored as the game's outstanding defensive player after two 
fumble recoveries and an interception. End Romeo Bandison also enjoyed an 
outstanding performance with two quarterback sacks and two other tackles for 
minus yardage among his six total tackles.

Oregon’s two-point conversion attempt 
with just over one minute left in the game 
fell inches short to prevent consecutive ral- 
lies to post-season victories in the Ducks’ 
first-ever consecutive bowl trips. 

Mistakes haunted the Ducks throughout, 
exemplified by Colorado State’s five points to take the lead while limited to five 
yards and no first downs in the third quarter. Despite that, Oregon remained in 
position to win the game in the closing minutes behind the arm of quarterback 
Bill Musgrave, Oregon's bowl MVP for the second straight year. 

Musgrave directed a 79-yard drive with the help of third-down completions 
of 31 and 21 yards to Joe Reitzug, culminating when freshman tailback Sean 
Burwell plunged for the score with 61 seconds left. But, Musgrave’s completed 
conversion pass to senior flanker Michael McClellan was stopped short of the 
end zone. 

Musgrave threw for the second-highest total in the Freedom Bowl’s seven- 
year history and his record-tying 29 completions were one of the game's 15 
records set or tied by Oregon, which also included McClellan's receptions and 
46-yard kickoff return. 

However, the Ducks’ offense mustered only seven yards rushing and three 
fumbles, a muffed punt attempt and a costly penalty for roughing the passer 
led to 25 of the Rams’ 32 points. Oregon's chance to win was made possible by 
Marcus Woods’ block of a Colorado State extra point with just under five min- 
utes to play in front of a bowl-record 17,500 Oregon partisans. 

Sophomore inside linebacker Joe Farwell led the defense, accumulating 12 
unassisted tackles among his game-high 15 stops.

Junior quarterback Bill Musgrave directed 
Oregon to 17 points in the final 18 minutes 
and sophomore kicker Gregg McCallum pro- 
vided the clincher with a 20-yard field goal 
with 3:07 remaining to rally the Ducks to vic- 
tory in their first bowl appearance in 26 years. 

Trailing by 24-10 late in the third quarter, Musgrave capped a 54-yard scoring 
drive with his second touchdown pass of the night, a nine-yard strike to junior 
wide receiver Joe Reitzug. The bowl's offensive player of the game completed 
five of six passes for 53 yards during the key drive. Musgrave then put the finish- 
ing touches on the Ducks’ next possession with the first rushing touchdown of 
his career to forge a 24-24 tie. 

Oregon's defense played a major role in the comeback, limiting the golden 
Hurricane to 102 yards total offense in the second half and holding Tulsa on 
fourth down to set up McCallum’'s winning field goal. 

Senior cornerback Chris Oldham picked off a pair of interceptions to earn de- 
fensive player of the game honors and linebacker Mark Kearns added 11 tackles 
to his one fumble recovery. Sophomore defensive end Matt LaBounty secured 
the 14th annual Independence Bowl victory with a 26-yard quarterback sack 
with 2:12 remaining. 

The error-prone Ducks dug themselves a 17-10 halftime deficit after Tulsa re- 
turned a blocked punt for a touchdown 22 seconds before the intermission. The 
Hurricane, who earlier had capitalized on a first-quarter Oregon interception, 
then scored on its second drive of the second half before Oregon was able to 
mount its resurgence in cold and windy conditions that dropped to 29 degrees 
at kickoff.

Oregon rode the arm of quarterback 
Bob Berry in the first half and then relied 
on its defense in the final two quarters to 
preserve the Ducks’ first bowl victory in 47 
years in the 29th Sun Bowl contest. 

Playing without two-time All-American 
Mel Renfro due to a wrist injury, the nation’s fourth-ranked offense vaulted 
Oregon out to a 21-0 halftime advantage, thanks in part to a pair of H.D. Mur- 
phy interceptions. But it was the SMU offense which seized the limelight after 
the intermission, completing 17 of 28 passes in the final 30 minutes while the 
Mustangs’ defense limited the Ducks to only four first downs during that same 
span. 

Murphy set up Oregon's first score with a 49-yard interception return in the 
first quarter, capped by Dennis Keller’s nine-yard run. Murphy's second theft 
thwarted a potential SMU scoring drive on the Ducks’ three-yard line. 

Berry's pinpoint spirals earned him the game's most valuable player honors 
as he connected with Dick Imwalle and Paul Burleson for second-quarter scor- 
ing passes of 23 and 20 yards, respectively. 

Defensive back Ron Martin played a major role in the final touchdown, re- 
covering a Mustang fumble at Oregon's 36 before the Ducks’ junior signal- 
caller led his team into the end zone with less than a minute remaining before 
the half. 

Oregon's defense was up to the task of slowing SMU’s comeback in the third 
quarter, halting drives at the two and 21-yard line. However, the Mustangs’ 
John Roderick caught a pair of touchdown passes in the final 10 minutes to 
keep his team’s hopes alive. The Ducks’ victory was finally secured when a SMU 
onside kick rolled out of bounds with 24 seconds to play.

Penn State’s scoring barrages in the sec- 
ond and fourth quarter proved to be too 
much for the Ducks to overcome as the 
Nittany Lions successfully defended their 
Liberty Bowl title in the second-annual con- 
test. 

Quarterback Dick Hoak didn’t appear to let the 30-degree temperatures and 
three-foot snowbanks along the sidelines bother him, running for two Penn 
State touchdowns and passing for a third to account for Oregon's most decisive 
setback in five seasons. In addition, Hoak picked off a pair of errant Duck passes 
which led to the winner's final two scores. 

Despite his heroics, it was Oregon's Dave Grayson who came away with back 
of the game honors, rushing for 93 yards and adding 43 yards in receptions. 
Grayson accounted for 35 of the 88 yards on the Ducks’ opening scoring drive 
before completing the team’s third-quarter march with a 10-yard scoring run. 

Defensively, Grayson recovered a Nittany Lion fumble in the end zone to 
prevent a second consecutive Penn State score in the second quarter, but Penn 
State took advantage of an Oregon fumble to accumulate 14 points in the final 
2:25 before the half. 

The Ducks threatened to make a game of it on Grayson’s scoring run to 
conclude the team’s second series after the intermission. However, Penn State 
mounted scoring drives the first three times it had the ball in the final period.

The Ducks began their last-gasp effort against the nation’s No. 1-ranked 


Buckeyes from their own 17-yard line with 4:29 to play. A pass interference call, 
a 17-yard Crabtree pass to Stover and the Oregon field general's six-yard run 
advanced the ball to the Ohio State 43 before the team’s final two attempts 
failed to move the ball closer to victory. 

Ohio State, which had captured the Big Ten Conference crown for the third 
time in four years, opened the game in convincing fashion, climaxing its 79- 
yard drive with a one-yard run by quarterback Frank Kremblas. The Buckeyes’ 
lone touchdown drive was kept alive by a pair of key third-down conversions. 

The Ducks knotted the score at 7-7 early in the second quarter, Jim Shanley’s 
five-yard run capping an 80-yard march in 10 plays. 

Crabtree completed 10 to 17 passes for 135 yards to receive player of the 
game honors, becoming only the third player in the bowl'’s history to earn that 
distinction playing for the losing team. In addition, Stover established a Rose 
Bowl record for most yards receiving by a Pacific Coast Conference participant. 

Despite the Buckeyes’ 34-yard field goal with 14:02 left, Oregon had its 
chances to pull off the upset. But, Jack Morris’ three-point try from the same 
spot hooked to the left at the 5:20 mark in the third quarter and the Ducks 
coughed up the ball on the winner's 24-yard line following Crabtree’s 23-yard 
completion to Stover.

Oregon’s fourth-quarter rally fell short, 
despite quarterback Norm Van Brocklin 
completing six of 10 passes for 109 yards in 
the second half, as the Pacific Coast Confer- 
ence co-champions were unable to defeat 
the winners of the Southwest Conference in 
the first meeting ever between the two schools. 

The combined running, passing and kicking exploits of SMU’s Kyle Rote and 
1948 Heisman Trophy winner Doak Walker were too much to overcome. Rote 
ran for 93 yards and caught four passes for 55 yards while Walker completed six 
of 10 aerials for 79 yards and rushed for another 66. 

But it was the duo’s kicking exploits that inflicted the most first-half damage. 
The two-time All-America Walker pulled off a 79-yard quick kick to the Ducks’ 
one-foot line and Rote successfully duplicated the effort with an 84-yard boot 
rolling dead at the 12 in the second quarter. 

The Mustangs jumped on top from the outset, capping the game’s initial 
73-yard drive with Walker's one-yard run. George Bell's interception later in the 
opening period and Dewayne Johnson's second-quarter theft prevented fur- 
ther SMU damage. By the time Oregon was able to regroup around its veteran 
signal-caller, who became the school's first player to pass for more than 1,000 
yards in a single season, the Ducks faced a 14-0 deficit. 

Oregon scored its first touchdown early in the fourth quarter on a 24-yard 
pass to Dick Wilkins before SMU countered with its third score with 8:45 remain- 
ing. Van Brocklin’s 41-yard pass to Darrell Robinson set up the game’s final score 
by Bob Sanders two minutes later.

Skeet Manerud’s fourth-quarter 25-yard 
drop kick was ruled no good, allowing un- 
beaten Harvard to hang on to a 7-6 victory 
in the sixth-annual Tournament of Roses 
classic. 

Accounts of the game described the kick 
being so close that the scoreboard had already given Oregon credit for the suc- 
cessful attempt as Harvard players banged their helmets to the ground over 
the impending setback. 

The Ducks, coached by the school’s 1917 Rose Bowl hero Shy Huntington, 
lived and died by the toes of Manerud and second-team All-American Bill 
Steers as four other kicks either sailed wide of their mark or were blocked. 

After both teams had first-quarter drop kicks blocked, Steers got Oregon on 
the scoreboard early in the second quarter ona three-pointer from the 25-yard 
line. But the Crimson came roaring back behind quarterback Billie Murray, who 
first returned an Oregon punt 25 yards before completing a pair of passes to 
the Bowl’s player of the game, Eddie Casey, to set up a Fred Church's 13-yard 
touchdown run. 

A 15-yard Harvard penalty later in the second period played a major role in 
the Ducks’ second three-pointer, Manerud’s successful 30-yard kick complet- 
ing the day’s scoring. 

The Ducks’ third-quarter field goal attempt fell short before both teams had 
attempts blocked in the final 15 minutes. Oregon still possessed a golden op- 
portunity to take the lead when it started its final drive on Harvard’s 18-yard 
line. The lack of a passing threat enabled Harvard to keep the offense out of the 
end zone en route to Oregon’s final ill-fated drop kick. 

The Crimson, which accumulated only nine first downs all afternoon, was 
then able to run out the clock before the final gun. The team amassed 272 yards 
on the ground, Hollis Huntington rushing for 122 yards in his third Rose Bowl in 
four years (he played for Mare Island in the 1918 contest.

Oregon All-American Shy Huntington 
turned in one of the more remarkable in- 
dividual efforts in Rose Bowl history to lead 
the Ducks to victory over heavily favored 
Pennsylvania in the third-annual contest. 

The win marked a significant turning 
point in the laurels of American football as it was finally conceded that western 
football had achieved parity with the East Coast powers. 

The Quakers mustered the game'’s first legitimate scoring threat midway into 
the second quarter. After recovering their own blocked kick, Penn utilized a 
series of power runs up the middle to move the ball to the three-yard line. 

Instead of continuing that successful pattern, the lvy League champions 
chose to test the ends which resulted in a 10-yard loss by Oregon’s Bricks Mitch- 
ell. The ensuing 29-yard field goal was not only unsuccessful, but provided the 
Ducks with the momentum needed to win the game. 

Huntington’s first of three interceptions late in the third quarter set up the 
Ducks’ first score. The team moved from its own 30-yard line on a combination 
of passes to R.L. Tegert and Shy Huntington and Hollis Huntington and Orville 
Monteith runs. Shy capped the drive on the final play of the period with a 18- 
yard touchdown pass to Tegert. 

Oregon’s clinching score in the fourth quarter was also keyed by a Hunting- 
ton pass theft as Johnny Parsons broke loose for a 45-yard run on the next play 
from scrimmage to the one-yard line. Huntington sprinted to the corner of the 
end zone on the following play and added his second extra point to put the 
game out of reach. 

The contest came to a fitting conclusion when Huntington thwarted Penn- 
sylvania’s final 79-yard drive by picking off his third pass of the afternoon (he 
had a fourth interception nullified because of a penalty) and the Ducks then ran 
out the clock four plays later. 

The elder Huntington was awarded back-of-the-game honors while team 
captain John Beckett was selected player of the game. In one of the few individ- 
ual statistics available from the game, Huntington rushed 17 times for 69 yards.

regon’s Autzen Stadium, consistently ranked 
Orr the nation’s top 10 venues to watch 

a college football game, saw average atten- 
dance figures top 56,000 for an eighth straight sea- 
son in 2009. 

Entering it’s 44th season, the facility, which origi- 
nally was completed for approximately $2.5 million 
in 1967, underwent a $90 million facelift prior to the 
2002 season that not only added 12,000 seats and 
32 luxury boxes to the stadium's south-side skyline, 
it improved the amenities that allow spectators to 
enjoy a better game-day experience in one of the 
loudest collegiate stadiums in the country. The 
renovation encompassed much-needed restroom 
and concession facilities, a 10,000-square foot enter- 
tainment center (Club at Autzen), widened walkway 
and concourse areas to better accommodate the in- 
creased capacity from 41,698 to 54,000 fans, as well 
as new ticket distribution centers and guest services 
windows to cater to the needs of its patrons. 

The result was a record number of fans flocking 
to an athletic arena which has witnessed nearly six 
million fans walking through the turnstiles to watch 
Oregon football since 1988. Further emphasizing its 
popularity is the fact the Ducks have exceeded per- 
game seating capacity on a season basis 13 of the 
last 14 years and enter 2010 boasting of a school- 
record 68 consecutive sellouts. 

The history of Autzen Stadium is rich. Former Ath- 
letic Director Leo Harris was successful in spearhead- 
ing the drive to construct a modern and economical 
football theater to replace historic Hayward Field. 
Named in honor of Portland lumberman, sportsman 
and philanthropist Thomas J. Autzen, the stadium is 
situated on a 90-acre site adjacent to Eugene's Alton 
Baker Park. The site is immediately north of the Wil- 
lamette River and is approximately one-quarter mile 
north of the main campus, easily accessible by a sce- 
nic footbridge. 

Following Oregon's first outright Pacific-10 Con- 
ference championship in 1994, the athletic depart- 
ment named the playing surface of Autzen Stadium 
after its winningest football coach at that time, Rich 
Brooks. 


Autzen’s natural grass playing surface was re- 
placed in 1969 with the installation of its first arti- 
ficial turf. That surface was replaced in 1976 and a 
new covering of OmniTurf was installed before the 
1984 campaign. The field was replaced with another 
OmniTurf surface prior to the 1991 season. In 2001, 
the Ducks played on NexTurf before upgrading its 
surface to FieldTurf in 2002, which has polyethylene 
and polypropylene fibers designed to resist extreme 
temperature and weather conditions. 

The skyline of Autzen Stadium was first improved 
in 1981 with the addition of the Barker Stadium Club 
behind the east end zone. The facility provided the 
stadium with additional meeting space and func- 
tional surroundings for pregame activities prior to 
subsequent improvements. 

One of the most significant improvements in the 
history of the athletics department was completed 
in time for the start of the 1988 season. The press 
box along the north rim of the stadium was relo- 
cated to the south side to make room for the $2.3 
million three-story luxury suite complex. The project 
included the construction of 11 individual sky boxes 
along with a 460-seat master skysuite, with the rev- 
enue generated from the leases serving as the cor- 
nerstone for financing of the construction of the Len 
Casanova Athletic Center.

A $4 million MegaVision four-color video display 
scoreboard was added to the skyline in 1998, nearly 
doubling the size of the previous scoreboard. 

In 2008, a high definition, 33-by-85-foot LED 
scoreboard was installed, giving UO the largest vid- 
eo screen in the Pac-10. 

In the first game played at Autzen Stadium, na- 
tionally ranked Colorado defeated Oregon, 17-13, 
on Sept. 23, 1967, before a regional television audi- 
ence. The program recorded its initial and only win 
in the first-year stadium that same season on Oct. 21 
vs. Idaho, 31-6. 

Since its opening, the Ducks have proceeded to 
accrue a home-field record of 153-91-5 (.624), in- 
cluding a 67-15 (.817) ledger from the start of the 
1997 season until now. Oregon established a new 
stadium record for consecutive victories with its 
11th straight triumph coming by way of a thrilling 
triple-overtime win over USC in 1999, and extended 
that streak to a national-best of 23 wins in a row be- 
fore Stanford curtailed the second-longest streak in 
conference history on Oct. 20, 2001 (49-42). 

The program's 14 straight Pac-10 home wins dur- 
ing that tenure (1997-01) established a league record 
that was surpassed by USC (23, 2001-07) in 2004. 

The Ducks went undefeated at Autzen Stadium 
for the first time ever with their 7-0 record in 1990 
and since have duplicated the unbeaten feat in 
1998, 1999, 2000 and 2009.

Richard Lariviere became president of the University of Oregon on 
July 1, 2009. He served as executive vice chancellor and provost at the 
University of Kansas from 2006 to 2009. As the chief academic officer 
at the University of Kansas, Lariviere oversaw the reorganization of the 
KU graduate school and the School of Fine Arts, as well as the expan- 
sion of KU’s School of Pharmacy. 

Before arriving in Kansas, Lariviere was dean of the College of 
Liberal Arts at the University of Texas at Austin from 1999 to 2006. Dur- 
ing his tenure heading the nation’s largest college of liberal arts, the 
college's rate of external research funding doubled and more than 230 
faculty members were hired. 

Lariviere’s scholarly roots extend around the world. After earning his 
bachelor’s degree in the history of religions from the University of lowa 
in 1972, Lariviere and his wife Janis traveled to India for the first time. 
Lariviere eventually built an impressive academic career around the 
country’s languages, histories, religions and culture. In 1978, he earned 
his doctorate in Sanskrit from the University of Pennsylvania. While 
he has published articles and several books on Indian legal history, he 
has also tackled subjects ranging from religion in India to matrimonial 
remedies for women in classical Hindu law. He reads eight languages 
and speaks French and Hindi. He has conducted research in London, 
Oxford, Calcutta, Poona Kathmandu, Tokyo, Beijing, Lahore, Munich, 
Colombo, and Madras, as well as a host of smaller cities in India. 

Lariviere is a Fellow of the Institute of Innovation, Creativity & 
Capital in Austin, a life member of the Council on Foreign Relations, a 
fellow of the Royal Asiatic Society of Great Britain, a life member of the 
American Oriental Society, and a founding member of the Society for 
Design and Process Science. He had a successful career as a consultant 
for American and Indian companies in information technology and 
Business Process Outsourcing. He has also served on corporate boards 
in the IT industry. 

Lariviere’s wife, Janis Worcester Lariviere, has worked in science 
education at the University of Kansas and the University of Texas. The 
couple has a daughter, Anne Elizabeth, who graduated from Barnard 
College and teaches elementary school in New York City.

University of Oregon President Richard Lariviere named Rob Mullens 
director of intercollegiate athletics on July 15, 2010. Mullens arrived 
from the University of Kentucky, where he served as deputy director of 
athletics and managed day-to-day operations of Kentucky’s 22-sport 
athletics department, with an annual operating budget of $79 million. 

His background is in accounting and auditing, and he promoted 
sound fiscal management and self-sufficiency at the University of Ken- 
tucky. During his total of eight years at Kentucky, the athletic depart- 
ment’s operating budget expanded by nearly 70 percent. Fundraising 
for the department hit record levels each of the past seven years prior 
to his departure. 

Prior to being named deputy director of athletics at Kentucky, Mul- 
lens served as the university's executive associate director of athletics 
from 2002 to 2006. He served at the University of Maryland from 1996 
to 2002, starting as assistant director of athletics for business and 
ultimately as executive senior associate director of athletics and chief 
of staff. 

The West Virginia native was senior athletics business manager at 
the University of Miami (Fla.) from 1994 to 1996, and prior to that he 
was an accountant/auditor at Ernst & Young in Raleigh, N.C. 

“Much will be expected of Rob Mullens as the university's new ath- 
letics director, and based on his track record | am confident that he will 
be very successful at the University of Oregon,’ Lariviere said. “Rob has 
been asked to develop a clear vision to maintain and advance the UO's 
competitive advantages in fundraising, facilities development and 
recruitment and retention of student-athletes and staff. He will insure 
that the athletics department remains financially self-sufficient, while 
at the same time promoting an environment that helps each student 
athlete to succeed in the classroom as well as the field of competition. 

“This is a period of important growth and change for the athletics 
department. A new basketball arena will open within a year and addi- 
tional improvements are on the way for other athletics facilities. It will 
be Rob's role to not only oversee and promote future advances for the 
department, but to nurture the individual programs that will fill those 
outstanding venues.’ 

Mullens (7/19/69) went to school at West Virginia University, where 
he earned a bachelor’s degree in business administration and a 
master’s degree in sport management. He and his wife, Jane, have two 
sons - Cooper and Tanner. 
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
